Each 
100 pounds of mixture will take 20 to 30 
gallons of water; 15 to 20 pounds of wet 
mix per acre is sufficient. ... County agents 
will be able to supply poison and further 
information.

HERE is considerable interest in the 
T foot-and-mouth disease situation in 

Mexico, and for this reason I hope it 
is permissible for me to relate what has 
come to my attention from time to time as 
a member of the Advisory Committee select- 
ed some time ago to aid, in so far as possi- 
ble, on that project. 

Recently this Committee held a meeting, 
jointly with a group of Mexican and Ameri- 
can administrators of the Mexican project, 
at Albuquerque, New Mexico. In 
this group was Dr. M. S. Shahan, 
noted pathologist of the U.S.B.A.L., 
who is in charge of the work in 
Mexico for our Government. 

The Mexican situation is our 
baby only by adoption. We had 
our choice of letting it run wild and 
stepping over the line into our 
country, or of trying to overtake 
it in Mexico. Our people chose 
the latter course, feeling that it 
would not be content to stay in 
Mexico for a long time. 

In the meanwhile, it grew to 
considerable proportions before the 
law or circumstances would permit 
us to do anything about it more than to 
talk. Since Congress has provided money, 
much has been done toward building up an 
effective force to control the situation. 


A force of what is said to be fifteen 
thousand Mexican soldiers keep a continuous 
guard over the main quarantine area, the 
object being to prohibit any cattle, sheep, 
swine or goats from leaving that area. 
Automobiles which leave there are required 
to pass through vats containing several 
inches of disinfecting material. The pas- 
sengers in these vehicles are required to get 
out and walk through sawdust or other 
similar matter saturated with a disinfect- 
ant. Equal care is taken to prevent any 
material from leaving the quarantine zone 
via rail or plane which might later result 
in the spread of the disease. 

After having set up the military guard 
around the main infected zone, the next 
action toward controlling the disease was in 
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the isolated areas. When these have been 
cleaned up, presumably the entire force can 
be utilized to close in on the larger quar- 
antine area. 

The main quarantine zone, which includes 
Mexico City, is densely populated, support- 
ing about. one-third of the total population 
of the republic, or approximately 6,000,000 
people. No cattle or food products 
from them are allowed to be moved 
from this area. The meat supply 
for the area is from cattle slaugh- 
tered within the quarantine zone, 
and some cattle adjacent to the 
small infected areas outside the 
main quarantine zone. The object 
of this is to depopulate a zone 
around the infected areas and give 
less opportunity for the disease to 
spread. 

In the event that active cases of 
the disease develop en route or 
following arrival at the stockyards 
in Mexico City, such animals are 
destroyed and cremated within the 
confines of the yards. Only apparently 
healthy cattle are slaughtered for food 
purposes. 

An inspection service has been establish- 
ed, and nothing is being utilized for food 
except that which officials of the Mexican 
Government feel is suitable for that pur- 
pose. 

The cattle in the infected herds are being 
slaughtered and buried on the premises, and 
suitable precautions are taken to destroy the 
virus which they carry. They are buried 
deeply in the earth and quick lime is placed 
over them in liberal quantities. 

At various points outside the quarantine 
zone there are isolated places where the dis- 
ease has appeared. No animals are moved 
from these premises. They are slaughtered 
and buried there. The isolated places were 
given first attention, and continuous inspec- 
tion is in progress to determine whether or 
not they have all been located. 

Authorities on the subject maintain that 
there is no danger of humans contracting 
foot-and-mouth disease from eating cooked 
meat of an animal that carried the virus. 
For this reason, all surplus edible meat is 
being canned whenever facilities for that 
purpose are available. . 

One must take into account that there are 
pesesionhy no_ refrigerating facilities in 

exico City. The preparation of meat for 
human consumption must take place readily 
after the animal has been slaughtered. 
There is no place to hold it for any con- 


casa 
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siderable length of time as we have in the 
States. 

The owners are reimbursed for cattle 
which are taken from them on the basis of 
what it would cost to replace them. Oxen 
are the most valuable, dairy cattle next, and 
then beef cattle. American money is ex- 
changed for Mexican money and the owner 
receives direct payment in the latter when 
he is relieved of his cattle. The Mexican 
Government reimburses the owner in the 
same way for smaller animals—sheep, swine 
and goats—which are taken from him. The 
money collected for cattle utilized as food is 
turned back to the Mexican Government to 
be used somewhat as a revolving fund to 
continue the campaign against the disease. 
Strict accounting is made of receipts and 
disbursements of both governments engaged 
in the operations. Members of our FBI are 
standing by in this instance. 

The job of eradicating foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease in Mexico is by no means comparable 
to anything we could have in the United 
States. Malaria and Amoebic Dysentery 
are among the hazards which the workers 
in the tropical regions must. endure, and 
which have already sent many of them to 
hospitals. We must carry in mind that the 
rural sections, and most others, are entirely 


’ without refrigeration in their homes and 


eating places, and that beyond Malaria and 
Amoebic Dysentery, intestinal disturbances 
from the food which one must eat, if he 
eats, are very common, and certainly very 
devitalizing. These hazards to the workers 
are considered by many as one of the great- 
est obstacles in the over-all task. 


The major portion of the infected area is 
very mountainous and one does not travel 
far without traversing mountain passes, 
many of which are shrouded in fog except 
perhaps during midday. 

The chief method of travel is with jeep or 
weapon-carrier, and power machinery, jeeps, 
weapon-carriers, and other equipment seem 
to have been amply provided. But, these are 
only effective where there are roadways. 
As the program progresses, it will become 
necessary to penetrate more deeply into the 
mountains and jungles where the only 
method of travel is either by foot or on 
horseback. Plans are, therefore, being 
made to outfit small inspecting crews with 
horses and pack-burros, which will carry 
supplies for a two to four weeks’ stay in 
the more remote regions that. are inacces- 
sible to any vehicle. 

The tropical and semi-tropical areas are 
inhabited by scorpions and three or four 
species of poisonous snakes, adding still an- 
other hazard for the workers to combat.

son, of Ardmore, Oklahoma. The rambling 
Davisson Ranch, east of Sulphur, stretches 
nine and one-half miles across the table 
land forming the headwaters of the Blue 
and Pennington creeks. Here lies a regular 
plateau with luxuriant pastures for the well 
bred herd of Aberdeen-Angus. More than 
2500 head of cows, calves, bulls and replace- 
ment heifers may be found on_ these 
pastures. 

By late fall, around 1600 females will 
make up the breeding herd. Although these 
cows and heifers are not registered, they 
are the offspring of registered bulls used 
constantly in the herd since 1926 when 100 
Aberdeen-Angus cows were brought to the 
ranch. When Judge Davisson, as he is more 
familiarly known at his law office in Ard-

more, secured his first 100 Doddie matrons 
from the Post herd, they were pure breds. 
He has bred all of his replacements through 
the use of registered bulls purchased from 
other herds. Early this year he purchased 
a carload of Aberdeen-Angus bulls at the 
Central Illinois Breeders’ sale at Conger- 
ville. These bulls are typical selections for 
the large Oklahoma herd. 

Judge Davisson’s gradual change from 
Hereford to Aberdeen-Angus cattle has been 
taking place for more than twenty years. 
Both breeds have been given the same care 
on the extensive ranch and pure bred bulls 
always have been used. In making the 
change to the Blacks, all females but the 
original 100 have been bred on the Davisson 
Ranch. The last of the whiteface cattle will 
be sold this year. 

Although Judge Davisson is not a native 
Oklahoman, he and his wife are very fond 
of the Sooner state. Judge Davisson moved 
to Oklahoma from West Virginia in 1915. 
Aberdeen-Angus were not entirely new to 


this young lawyer as his wife’s gran 

was one of the first Doddie el ya 
ginia. The Davisson home place in Vir. 
ginia has been in the family since 1792 and 
is owned by the Judge’s brother. 

Most impressive on the Davisson Ranch 
are the rolling pastures covering more than 
8,000 acres. Around eighty per cent of the 
land is smooth enough that it can be mowed 
as a meadow for hay. His large herd is 
divided into groups of 150 cows or more in 
different pastures. Good fences separate 
these pastures. It is possible to see all the 
cattle in three or four hour’s driving by

The work force is exhibiting a friendly 
attitude toward the Mexican people, and 
especially to the owners of the cattle involv- 
ed. But, these folk, for the most part, find 
it difficult to understand why all their cattle 


should be taken from them and slaughtered, 
inasmuch as only part of them show illness. 


‘Consequently, the task is further complicat- 
ed by an attempt to evade the slaughtering 
of some animals, by one means or another. 

The above are some of the impressions 
that one gets from talking to those who 
have been for some time on the “front line” 
in Mexico. 

Some of us in the States complain about 
what seems to be an enormous expenditure 
of money in Mexico. What we are actually 
doing in Mexico is protecting our own inter- 
ests. Any livestock country would be put 
out of profitable business if it were requir 
ed to sacrifice to foot-and-mouth disease 
what. otherwise might be the margin 0 
profit on the successive crops of cattle from 
year to year. My thought is to devote our 
time, energy and influence toward closing 
in on the infected areas in Mexico, at what- 
ever cost may be required. We cannot af- 
ford the demoralization to our own economy 
that would result if the disease came to US.

reviewed the history of the herd, which was founded in 1899 
on breeding stock from the Estill herd in Missouri. He said 
that the herd had been of great value in training the college’s 
animal husbandry students and judging teams. 

, Lucas expressed the opinion, in reviewing the 
livestock market outlook, that farmers may be marketing 
many cattle that should be kept awhile longer. He urged 
that young cows be kept to produce more calves, and that 
calves be kept to put on more weight. Overselling now, he 
warned, may mean a shortage of calves in the future. 

Dr. Howell, Oklahoma A. & M. Experiment Station staff 
member, urged that DDT insecticide be used strictly accord- 
ing to the maker’s directions. Recommended concentrations 
should be used, he said. “Don’t go on the assumption that 
because a little is good, a lot is better,” he urged. He said that 
50 percent wettable DDT carries least risk to the user. Citing 
tests which showed that DDT on hay could show up in cows’ 
milk, with ill effects to calves or humans, he urged that stock- 
men who buy alfalfa hay first check up and see if DDT was 
used in killing insects in the fields from which the hay came.

SEEK TO BOOST PURE BRED 
BEEF HEIFER PROJECTS. 

To bring back pure bred beef heifer projects into 4-H 
and FFA shows the Western Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ As- 
Sociation has been circularizing fair officials. In letters sent 
out directors of the Association point out that these classes 
are “now almost non-existent.”

there exists an unhealthy situation in the junior steer feeding program. 
There is outlandish bidding with all glory ending, and the entire project 
terminates at the kill,” he points out. “The other junior breeding classes 
are eclipsed as to publicity honors. The steer feeding program has 
many attributes, but a heifer feeding program is a continuous project that 
will establish new and promising herds of pure bred cattle by our capable 
young people and give them a stake in their future.” 
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ANY new names came into the lime- 
M light during the war years. Of spe- 

cial interest to Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders is the name of White Gates Farm, 
Flanders, New Jersey. 

A look at the story kehind the farm is a 
fascinating one. Some twelve years ago 
Eugene K. Denton, president of “The Tail- 
ored Woman” an exclusive Fifth Avenue 
Shoppe in New York City, and Mrs. Den- 
ton, purchased the present farm. The rea- 
son for this, quite naturally enough, was 
that Mr. Denton had been raised on a farm 
in Tennessee. His early love for animals, 
the outdoors and the many satisfactions of 
farm life had never left him. At the time 
the farm was purchased the land was any- 
thing but productive. Like many eastern 
farms it had been cropped very intensively 
with no thought of maintaining or improv- 
ing soil fertility and productivity. 

Having some twenty-five years of suc- 
cessful business experience behind him in 
New York City, Mr. Denton says he was 
keenly interested in putting the farm back 
on its feet. After having tried poultry, 
Guernseys, Percherons and Chester Whites, 
he heard of the merits of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and decided to try them. One does 
not have to talk to Mr. Denton long to 
realize that he believes that Aberdeen- 
Angus are just what he had hoped to find. 

Working in close cooperation with the 
Agricultural College of Rutgers University 
was particularly helpful to him, says Mr. 
Denton, Professor William C. Skelley, of the 
Animal Husbandry Department, gave much 
assistance in selecting and managing the 
Aberdeen-Angus herd. Professor G. H. 
Ahlgren, of the Farm Crops Department, 
is given a great deal of credit for an almost 
unbelievably good group of pastures and 
hay fields now found on the rolling 325 
acres at White Gates. In addition to all the 
grass, hay, and ensilage corn that can be 
utilized by the Aberdeen-Angus herd, the 
surplus always finds a ready market in the 
neighborhood. The farm management prac- 
tices are not complicated. Manure from the 


‘barns supplemented by commercial fertilizer 


and lime when needed is consistently build- 
ing up soil fertility. Hay and pasture sod 
now controls the erosion problem. Rotation 
and clipping of pastures insure a maximum 
yield from them. 

Shortly after having made his first pur- 
chase of Aberdeen-Angus, Mr. Denton found 
it advisable to revamp his cattle program 
to improve both individuality and pedigree. 
In selecting his breeding herd the policy 
has been to secure females that have as 
strong pedigrees on the dam’s side as the 
herd sires that they will be mated to. A 
look at the White Gates herd book will 
show how surprisingly well this has been 
accomplished and it is also reflected in the 
uniformity of type in the herd. 

In the herd today can be seen cows and 
their progeny that were among the original 
purchases made at the Oldfields Dispersion 
Sale in 1943. Included in this group were 
two Earl Marshall bred cows who have 
been consistently good producers. Follow- 
ing this a number of outstanding daughters 
of Evader’s Quality Bardolier were purch- 
ased at private treaty from the H. I. Stock 
Farm on Long Island. It is also interesting 
to note that this is the bull that Mr. Otto 
Nobis later purchased and used heavily in 
his herd. Always interested in securing 
outstanding animals that he felt could 
strengthen his herd, Mr. Denton did not 
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hesitate to spend time, travel and money 
to attend sales where they could be pur- 
chased. Again a look at the Herd Book 
would show that more of the females’ pedi- 
grees trace back to Black Bardolier, or 
Blackbird Bandolier of Page than any other 
bulls. However, it is not hard to find good 
strong pedigrees of Sunbeam, Eileenmere, 
Pride Eric and other good breeding. 

Any breeder realizes the importance of 
securing the right kind of a herd bull bat- 
tery for over sixty cows. An inspection of 
the bulls both as to individuality and pedi- 
gree will show that this has certainly not 
been overlooked. Oldest of the bulls in ser- 
vice is Elba Bandolier 2d, purchased at the 
National Show and Sale at Chicago in 1944 
where he had won a strong class. His 
calves seem to carry very uniformly his 
good head, style and lowsetness, and will 
be well represented in the White Gates 
Show and Sale consignments this fall. 

When he was going to be unable to at- 
tend the Sunbeam Story Book Sale in 1946, 
Mr. Denton asked his good friend and Aber- 
deen-Angus authority, George Porteous to 
select and purchase for him an outstanding 
Sunbeam bull. Prince Escort of Sunbeam 
2d, grandson of both an International grand 
champion bull and cow, was purchased. His 
first calves are already in the show barn 
getting ready for the late 1947 and the 
1948 shows. 

After the great Cattleman’s Holiday 
Sale at J. Garrett Tolan Farms in 1946 the 
top selling bull, Eileenmere 927th, was at 
home at White Gates. He is a son of “585” 
and out of a cow by the “85th”. His first 
calves, who have just started arriving at 
the farm this summer, are certainly the 
short legged, deep bodied kind. 

The farm’s senior yearling show bull, 
Eric Bandolier of White Gates, has already 
seen light service. He is a grandson of 
Ravenswood Pride Eric and is Bandolier 
bred on the dam’s side. This is an outcross 
which seems to show the strong points in 
both of these lines of breeding. 

Two other young show bulls will also 
have an opportunity to make their mark at 
White Gates in the breeding herd as well 
as in the show ring. The first in the junior 
yearling Bardolier of White Gates, who is 
a son of both the highest selling bull and 
female at Hendren Brothers Dispersion sale 
in 1946. The summer yearling is Black 
Bardolier of White Gates out of a Bando- 
lier of Anoka 10th dam and the last son of 
the famous old bull, Black Bardolier. Mr. 
Denton feels he is outstanding enough to 
be named after his great sire. 

By the use of this group of bulls on the 
carefully selected cow herd at White Gates 
it is expected that the calves of the future 
will really be outstanding and that the re- 
sults of the time and study that has been 
put in will be of help to other breeders. 

The buildings and equipment found on 
the farm are in accordance with the own- 
ers’ views that they should be adequate to 
comfortably take care of the cattle in an 
economical manner, but need not be elab- 
orate. A look at the farm _ buildings 
including the show barns will show that 
they are all a modified three sided open 
shed type. Adequate storage space is pro- 
vided for grain, hay and silage. 

No small part of the enjoyment of visit- 
ing White Gates is to stop at the Denton

Dr. W. W. Cloyd’s Air Port Ranch provid- 
ed an ideal setting for the Montana field 
day.

To get away 
from this a “floating corral” has been built, 
Leaning outward it has an added advantage 
in that cattle cannot lean or rub against it, 
A hole is drilled in the main post at a forty- 
five degree angle. Into this is inserted a 
brace post, shaped at the end to go into the

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in the international winners, for instance, 

Let’s examine the blood lines behind 
Earl Marshall: We find, in the pedigree 
of both sire and dam, Gay Lad, who was 
sire of Rosegay, 1900 Junior Champion, 
and 10th Laird of Estill, sire of Erica 
McHenry 3d, Junior Champion Cow 
19038, also Censor, Junior Champion Bull 
same year; we find Baden Lad, sire of 
Barbara McHenry 24th, Junior Cham- 
pion 1908, Grand Champion following 
two years; of Pride McHenry 73d, Junior 
Champion 1909, of Blackcap McHenry 
88th, Junior Champion 1910 and of Black- 
cap "McHenry 84th, Junior Champion 
1911. Erica McHenry 3d, listed above, 
had for dam Eone Elliott, the maternal 
grandam of Earl Marshall. 

Truly, it was not an accident that Earl 
Marshall had the prepotency to carry on 
his blood lines—he was bred to that 
greatness. 

Now, I’m going to digress a bit: 

When I first began to look up these 
Ericas, I noticed that her dam was Emily 
and immediately became excited, and 
made a bet with John that our good 
Emily cow was really a descendant of 
hers. You know how some of these 
families are more in demand than others 
and we had purchased a Kinochtry Emily 
that has been and is still one of our 
choice producers. Her heifer was Junior 
Champion at Missouri in 1942, a daugh- 
ter of hers was second highest selling 
female in our sale, and she’s always had 
good, smooth, deep-bodied calves, always 
heifers, splendid individuals, but we’ve 
discounted them a little because they 
were of the less well known family. I 
lost my bet, but really think I should 
have won it. Kinochtry Emily was a 
granddaughter of Old Grannie, given as 
the Prima Cow in the old Scotch herd 
books, and the most. famous cow in all 
Aberdeen-Angus history. She was credit- 
ed with having produced twenty-nine 
calves, five males and twenty-four heif- 
ers, within a period of thirty-five years 
and six months, and then the story goes 
that she was killed by lightning! Mr. 
Judy, it seems, made quite a record with 
his Kinochtry Emily cows. So, any of 
you having one of that family, if she is 
a good individual, backed by good bulls, 
be proud of her, for she comes of royal 
lineage. 

The last installment of this article will 
deal with the various otlier families rep- 
resented in the International winners. 

It is with a very real sense of humility 
that this information has been presented. 
Most of you know intimately the names 
and records of these various winners; 
could sit down and talk by the hour of 
shows, animals, and breeders. But there 
are now, and will continue to be, many 
new breeders who have not the time to 
make such an exhaustive study, and will 
welcome this rather concise treatise on 
family history, inciting their interest to 
further efforts along the same line. 

A farm and live stock can pay such a 
big dividend in happiness. Of course 
there is work, and it’s never done; at 
times, there’s not only rain and drought 
with which to contend, there may be, as 
right ‘now, raging flood waters; and 
grasshoppers, and flies, and the huge 
horse flies, and ail the diseases to which 
cattle, like people, seem subject—but 
there’s a wonderful sense of achievement, 
and the day never seems long enough to 
accomplish all one wishes to do. 

As Louis Bromfield says: “No excite- 
ment can equal the slow satisfaction of 
witnessing a tired, worn field come back

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It’s Never as Tough as It Seems 
“Bill” Fishback Gets His Feet Wet in Good Style 


T isn’t a new story. It has been repeated 
| by every new breeder since before the 

days of McHenry. Your new breeder 
has purchased his foundation females with 
as much care and thought as he can muster, 
plus reading and the seeking of advice from 
older breeders. He finally has purchased a 
herd bull that looks like the McCoy. The 
calves are coming along and look promising. 
It is time to do some merchandising; get 
some good representative cattle before the 
public. He has quite a herd investment, and 
it is time to cash some coupons. Some heif- 
ers are nominated for the State Association 
sale; they are inspected and passed as O. K. 

It is now that your newer man really be- 
gins to sweat—even though it is January. 
For now begins the job of feeding, training 
and fitting for the sale. Remember, he is 
a comparative novice at the business; he has 
never tried it himself. However, he is start- 
ing with some well bred heifers of the right 
type, so he has this much of an edge. But 
right away the old bugaboo—worry—starts 
to work. “Are they really good enough? 
How will I get. them to look like anything 
turned out by John Brown, or Sidney Smith, 
or George Proteous?” What experience he 
has had seems insignificant. He seeks ad- 
vice wherever he can get it—and goes on 
and does the best he can. He watches them 
like a hawk. Some days they look pretty 
good; other days they seem to be going 
backward. Either they are putting it on 
too fast or they never will be ready by sale 
time. He breaks into a cold sweat all over 
again. And when he goes to the barn for 
another look he wonders “Am I doing any- 
thing right?” 

But as is usually the case, if the man 
has something good to work with, the final 
result. is often a real boost to the new herd. 
The cattle look as good as the upper half of 
the sale offering. He hasn’t been too far 
off, after all. And after the sale he takes a 
good deep breath, relaxes, and figures on 
what he is going to do the next time. 

Something of this sort was in this atmos- 
phere when your reporter drove into the W. 
D. Fishback farm last spring. Bill is a 
younger breeder at Versailles, Kentucky, 
who gave up a banking job to go back on 
the farm. He had four heifers going into 
the Kentucky state sale a few days away. 
And he was worried about them. “What 
was wrong with them? Were they far 
enough along, or were they over-done? 
Were they the right type? How would they 
compare with the average in other state 
sales ?” 

While making no claims as an expert 
your reporter has seen a few Doddies— 
good, fair—and otherwise. He thought, and 
said, that the Fishback heifers would look 
good in most any company. They were of 
good type, well bred, and they had the look 
of brood cows about them. And they were 
in nice condition. Whether or not Bill took 
this with a grain of salt we don’t know; 
but we know that his fears were not entire- 
ly dissipated. The conversation kept getting 
back to those heifers. 

But as is oftentimes the case most of our 
worries are needless. Such was the case 
with the Glen Airy offering at Lexington. 
One of the females was grand champion of 
the show—selling for $935.00 to top the sale. 
Another heifer was reserve champion and 
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tied for second high female of the sale at 
$800.00. The two others, also yearlings, 
sold for $525.00 each. 

A practical Kentucky live stock farm, 
with a good foundation herd of females, is 
“Glen Airy”. The Fishback farm is aptly 
named, for it is located on a hill top over- 
looking some of the good grazing land of 
this famous state. Formerly devoted large- 
ly to tobacco as a cash crop Bill Fishback 
has hopes, with the help of his Aberdeen-An- 
gus, to devote less land and time to tobacco 
and more to grassland farming. Tobacco 
has been a money-making crop, but it is 
also a crop which requires a lot of labor and 
expense and one which makes quite a drain 
on the soil. 

Educated in Virginia for a business career 
Bill Fishback, after five years of banking 
work, decided that the home farm looked 
better to him than did the more confining 
business career. As chief herdsman and 
main hand on a sizable live stock farm is a 
job requiring a lot of physical effort. But 
he is more than content with his choice. 

The decision to go to farming for himself, 
and the idea of starting a pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus herd, were not decisions of the 
moment. The buying of the foundation fe- 
males is an instance. Much pre-buying 
study went into records and possible future 
trends. The idea of a market for surplus 
stock was also given thought. With not a 
great deal of money to invest the herd would 
have to pay its own way, and without too 
much time between aquisition and future 
sales. 

With this in mind the young Kentuckian 
figured that perhaps a line of breeding a 
little different from that found in many 
herds in the state—providing the cattle were 
good—might be the best way to do it. Com- 
peting with established breeders of good 
cattle, with cattle of their own breeding, 
would be a little slower, he figured. 

Some good families are represented in 
the Fishback herd—producing families 
coupled with good individuality. One of 
the foundation cows is Barbara Lassie 21st, 
dam of one of the heifers sold in the 1947 
Kentucky sale. She is a daughter of En- 
vious Blackcap B. 6th, the International 
champion and descends from the good pro- 
ducing Rosemere Barbaras. Another is a 
McHenry Blackcap daughter of Envious of 
St. Albans; another is a daughter of Eileen- 
mere 85th out of a Blackcap Effie daughter 
of Hanes’ Eileenmere. Then there is a Tolan 
Blackeap daughter of the “85th” out of a 
daughter of Eileenmere 32d; an Eileenmere 
366th daughter out of Barbara 2d of Strath- 
more. There are several daughters of 
Cesor’s Evader Mercury; one by old Quality 
Marshall 3d; another Ejileenmere 366th 
daughter; another by Quality Marshall 3d 
out of Miss Burgess Harrison 9th. 

So good cows, rather than numbers, and 
the chance to grow into the business, was in 
the mind of the young Kentucky breeder. 
One of the first bulls used was Waubeek 
Blackcap Mercury—tracing back to old 
Black Bardolier, or rather, a double bred 
Black Bardolier bull. As is often the case 
an opportunity to sell the bull before his 
calves were fully developed almost resulted 
in the loss of a valuable sire. But Bill Fish- 


back was able to do what some oth 
ers haven’t been able to do—buy oe eee 
Waubeek Blackcap Mercury, incidentally, 
was the sire of the $800.00 yearling heifer. 
A baby heifer, by this sire, brought $440.00 
ne -: 
or his line of breeding on the male si 

the young Kentuckian has tended rods: 
Bandolier and Bardolier blood lines. One 
of his sires is King Bardolier of G, R. by 
Black Bardolier, and out of a dam tracing 
back to a cow of Kentucky breeding—Queen 
23d of Hill Crest. The junior sire at Glen 
Airy is Evader’s Bardolier, also by Eves- 
back Evader, and carrying four crosses to 
Bandolier of Anoka in the third generation. 
The first bull mentioned, King Bardolier 
— the champion heifer of the Kentucky 
sale. 

Although he claims ignorance in the mat- 
ter of feeding and fitting for larger shows

W. D. Fishback has done very well for a 
newer breeder. Young cattle are not allow- 
ed to lose their baby fat but are “kept com- 
ing”—whether for replacements or for sale. 
The cow herd, although largely on a grass 
and roughage basis, also shows good con- 
dition. 

The confidence gained from his first. ma- 
jor attempt to feed and fit cattle should 
make things a little easier from now on. 
On the other hand Bill Fishback is the last 
person in the world to get over-confident 
about it. “A person never quits learning in 
this business,” he remarked. as we looked at 
the cattle, “all I hope is that I keep learn- 
ing enough to make improvement in them 
from year to year.” All of which makes 
the Aberdeen-Angus business interesting 
and challenging. And which also makes 
Glen Airy another of our many newer herds, 
started by young breeders, one that. will 
bear watching in the years ahead.

Breeders Stage Field Day and Type Demonstration

provided nearly 300 members and guests attending the Botna 

Valley-Shelby county Aberdeen-Angus field day June 8th. 
The very successful event was held at the Val-Mar Stock farm of 
Mr. and Mrs. Otto Frank near Manilla, Iowa. 

Inspection of some of the breeding herd, and the herd bulls, was 
the order of the business in the morning. Following the basket. 
lunch which tested the strength of the tables and the capacity of 
the guests the speaking program and type demonstration was held 
on the grassy, shaded lawn of the Frank home. 

Arthur Mallory, of Hampton, Iowa, president of the Iowa State 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association, acted as master of cere- 
monies, introduced the guests—J. Milt Tudor, Olin, Iowa, vice- 
president of the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association; 
Fred Hahne, editor and publisher of the JOURNAL; Bill Imlau, of 
the Iowa Beef Producers’ Association; Matt White and Jack Miller, 
veteran live stock fieldmen; Bob Duprey of the American Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association; Forrest Brenniman, of Brooklyn, 
Iowa, vice-president of the Iowa State Association; and Ed Janike, 
of the Omaha Livestock Exchange. 

In his talk Milt Tudor emphasized the need for more and. bet- 
ter commercial Aberdeen-Angus herds for the advancement of the 
breed, as well as the need for strong local associations to promote 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle at “the grass roots.” That the breed was in 
the best position in years—‘more good cattle scattered over a 
wider area than ever before’”— coupled with unprecedented interest 
in Aberdeen-Angus cattle, was emphasized by Fred Hahne. More 
and better beef cattle in the future for the middle west, rather than 
less, was predicted by Ed Janike. Pointing out that the United 
States was a meat eating nation and that a cow herd was the ideal 
partner for modern soil conservation practices the Omaha man sees 
a good future for beef breeders for some years to come. 

Then followed a type demonstration, using one of the Frank 
sires, Ear] Marshall Again 2d, by a son of Bell Boy A., out of an 
intensely bred Ear] Marshall dam. A good individual his first crop 
of calves stamp him as a breeding bull and the Association field 
man had a good subject to emphasize the points to look for in the 
selection of breeding material. 

The judging contest, with Miit Tudor as the official “placer”, 
had some good classes and resulted in a lot of interest. Most of 


A MOST worthwhile program in a very attractive setting was 


the cattle placed were sons and daughters of Erin Bell Boy, the 
senior sire on the Frank farm, and they were a thick, breedy lot. 
When the placings were announced it was found that a two-way 
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tie existed in both the junior and adult contests. All of these 
judges had perfect scores. Junior winners were Rodney William 
of Scranton, Iowa, and Francis X. Dieter, of Schleswig, Iowa, The 
senior contest perfect scores were turned in by Bob Johnson, of 
Galva, Iowa, and Harold Justice, of Manilla, lowa. Prizes given 
consisted of show ring accessories. 


Following the regular program guests were taken over the 


Frank farm to see the pastures and breeding herd. Established in 
the fall of 1935 on foundation females purchased from the late Bob 
Brown, with a few later purchases from Elmer Johnson, of Kiron 
Iowa, the Frank herd now consists of forty-five cows of good type 
and much uniformity. The Franks now have 465 acres of land. of 
which 240 acres is in good blue grass and brome pasture and 
eventually plan to run a herd. of around seventy head. 

First bull used in the Frank herd was the Bob Brown bull, Epic 
Baron. He left many good young cows in the herd. Proud Boy G.

Arthur Wilson and his son, Veach Wilson, 
specialize in the production of choice feeder 
calves—fast. Winners of the 1946 Missouri 
pasture contest in their breed division they 
produce feeder steers and heifers that gain 
an average of better than two pounds per 
day from birth to marketing. In 1945, 1946 
and 1947 they have averaged 100 per cent 
calf crops from their pure bred, but un- 
registered, Doddie matrons. How the Wil-

sons do it is a practical lesson in herd 
management, cut down to essentials, and 
with a minimum of expense. 

Utilizing rough $12.50 and $15.00 per 
acre land, and with no other feed than is 
produced on this land it is likely that this 
Missouri pair can come very close to dupli- 
cating the production costs of the best range 
operators, and probably are doing it cheap- 
er than many. 

It first must be emphasized that the Wil- 


son operations are conducted entirely on a 
hay and grass basis. No grain is fed—either 
to the cows or creep fed to those burly 
calves that are marketed in October at 535 
to 550 pounds. In fact most of the cows in 
the herd of forty-five carefully culled 
matrons have never tasted grain of any 
kind. Nor have they known shelter except 
in the case of early calving cows. In this 
case the cows calve under cover but as soon

as the calf is dry and has nursed mother 
and babe are turned out into the Missouri 
hills. “The less they are inside the better. 
There is less danger of the calf getting 
scours, or other ailments, if he is outside,” 
Veach Wilson explains. 

So, outside of salt “plenty of it and have 
it before them at all times,” there is no feed 
bill to settle down town. It takes rugged 
cattle to produce this way, but Aberdeen- 
Angus can take it. 

The state contest record on the Wilson 
calves is based on birth weights of eighty 
pounds. Neither Arthur or Veach Wilson 
are kicking about this, nor do they mention 
it, but the fact is that their calves do not 
average this much at birth. Nor do they 
say that their calves got nothing but their 
mother’s milk, and good grass, to average 
2.09 pounds per day. 

But what they do point out is that. it takes 
a good mother to carry a calf along like 
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this. “When we have one of these cows that 
milk well a month or six weeks and then 
tapers off we get rid of her. They have to 
take care of their calves,” the younger Wil- 
son explains. The age of the cow herd is 
now from seven to eleven years, with just a 
few younger females. “But we’ll have to 
start putting back some of the heifers. Up 
to now they have been selling so well we 
have been letting them all go. No, I don’t 
think the cow herd is too old, but some of 
these eleven year old cows will start taper- 
ing off in a year or so.” 

Two bulls are run with the forty-five 
cows—a bull to each twenty or twenty-five 
females and the two herds run in separate 
pastures during the breeding season. As 


any breeder knows a bull is half—or more— 
of the herd. Of this the Wilsons are con- 
vineed. “Price isn’t much of an object, in a 
commercial herd, if you can get the right 
bull. He will soon pay for himself,” Veach 
Wilson has found. But it has been quite a 
problem. First, there is the matter of size. 
The Wilsons have no use for pony bulls 
nor do they want them too large. “We had 
a big horsy fellow a few years ago. For- 
tunately we didn’t breed him to many cows. 
But when his calves arrived we took them 
out of the herd and fed them out. And the 
bull went to market about the time his 
second calf hit the ground.” Bulls are used 
in the herd as long as they produce good 
calves and remain active under the rather 
severe conditions imposed. One of the bulls 
siring part of last year’s championship calf 
crop Was nine years old and left seven good 
crops of calves on the Wilson farm. 

These Missouri cows are bred to calve 
early—starting in late February. This year 
the bulls were turned out with the herd 
May 10. So the 1948 calf crop will start 
coming a little earlier, and while it is still 
can be plenty cold in north Missouri. 

One management practice in the Wilson 
herd is strictly adhered to—that of visiting 
the springing cows at least. once a day. And 
after the calves have arrived and everything 
appears to be going fine, close check, usual- 
ly daily, is kept on the herd. Calving losses 
have been practically nil in the Wilson herd 
—one calf lost in the last four years. This 
was a heifer, and it was a breach birth. No 
hand milking is resorted to. “Sometimes a 


oF 


quarter or two will go bad, but usually the 
next year the cow will be all right.” 

No, the 1947 calf crop, a thick lusty set 
of calves doing as well as the 1946 cham- 
pions, isn’t for sale. They were contracted 
early in July at 20 cents a pound, straight, 
to a feeder near Ames, Iowa, for late Octo- 
ber delivery. That buyers usually dispose of 
the heifer calves to commercial breeders 
means that a valuable source of commercial 
calves is not lost through the packing plant. 
This has been the case three times in recent 
years. The 1946 calf crop was fed out by 
Charles Sharp, Jr., Conrad, Iowa. They 
were marketed June 25 as 985 pound year- 
lings and brought $27.00 per cwt., top of 
the Chicago market for light cattle. In 
other years the Wilson calves have gone into 
Ohio and Illinois, as well as Iowa, with con- 
siderable competition among previous buy- 
ers. 
The two bulls being used now are half 
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brothers from the Barclay herd at Lucerne, 
Missouri. The Wilsons prefer to have their 
bulls related, and in spite of this often 
notice a difference in the calves produced. 

What do you want in a commercial bull ?, 
Veach Wilson was asked. 

“The first thing I look for is depth and 
width of body. We like to get our bulls as 
well grown out two-year olds. Of course a 
strong back and loin should go hand in hand 
with the thickness of body. We like good 
heads on our bulls. With us a sloping 
rump, if not too bad, is not objectionable as 
some of our cows are inclined to be a little 
high at the tail head. We like a bull with 
good bone and good legs under him. Smooth- 
ness is important. We don’t want them too 
small, nor too much the other way, either.” 

Seven stock ponds have been built in the 
Wilson pastures, each with a float. Pastures 
are rotated every two or three weeks. In

Every record has a beginning. 
In the Aberdeen-Angus record 
of thirty-six car lot grand 
nn ee I in forty-one In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposi- 
tions the beginning was 1900. 
This was the first International, 
and it resulted not only in the 
first of the coveted car lot 
championships but saw the breed 
supreme in the single steer con- 
test as well. This was the 
twentieth century inaugural 
which made possible today’s 
slogan—“The Breed With a 
Record.” 

To win these fat steer con- 
tests takes the best in feeding, 
as well as breeding. Some say 
the ratio is 60-40. Too often 
these masters of the feed basket 
are forgotten when the purples 
are handed out. 

Out in Hamilton county, Iowa, 
just down the road from historic 
Strathmore Farms, lives the 
man who fed the grand cham- 
pionship Doddie load of 1900. 
He is Carl L. McKibben. Carl 
McKibben presided over the L. 
H. Kerrick feed lots near 
Bloomington, Illinois, for five 
years during the period when 
this famous cattleman was prov- 
ing to a skeptical live stock 
world that this upstart breed 
from Scotland was supreme in

The champions of 1900, Cari 
recalls, weighed 1,492 pounds in 
Chicago as two-year olds. He 
didn’t make the trip with them, 
He figured his job was done 
when they left the home lots in 
McLean county. “They were as 
right. as they ever would be.” It 
is interesting to note that the 
man who did make the trip to 
Chicago with them, the Kerrick 
herdsman, is still active in Aber. 
deen-Angus circles. He is none 
other than the veteran breeder, 
Matt Baker, of Mitchellville 
Iowa. : 

As master of the Kerrick feed 
lots Carl McKibben had a man- 
sized job. “There were always 
around 600 cattle on hand— 
steers and the breeding herd.” 
Although both Aberdeen-Angus 
and Galloway herds were main- 
tained “before I left the Gallo- 
way herd was being cut down 
a lot.” The Blacks performed 
better and the late L. H. Kerrick

Carl believes in keeping 
his cattle in good condition at all times. 
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was a practical cattleman. Feed lot per- 
formance and market acceptance were his 
twin barometers. On this basis, Carl says, 
there just wasn’t any doubt as to the breed 
with the greatest future. 

The product of the extensive breeding 
herd the championship Doddies were turned 
over to Carl as weanling calves. Heavy 
steers were the rule in those days and there 
was no thought of having them ready before 
they were twos. As it was their finished 
weight of 1492 pounds in Chicago was con- 
sidered “about right.” 

“A lot of colleges today are pushing the 
idea of feeding steers while running them 
on grass. And some people think this is a 
new idea,” Carl says. “But at Kerricks 
nearly all of the cattle were handled that 
way. We had a lot of pasture and it made 
good, cheap beef. It certainly isn’t a new 
idea, but it is a good one.” 


The standard ration for beef steers back 
at the turn of the century centered around 
corn, and lots of it. Most steers either got 
whole corn, or it was broken for them by 
banging an ear over the edge of a basket or 
feed bunk. However, the cattle being push- 
ed for Chicago competition received a ra- 
tion not much different from that used to- 
day. “We ground corn for them once a 
week, and mixed it with oats. And we used 
linseed meal for the protein.” 


Mr. Kerrick, who served as president of 
the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ 
Association in 1902 and 1903, while he did 
not live on the farm, was vitally interested 
in his cattle—both the pure breds and those 
in the feed lot. “I remember one time when 
one of the foremen decided I was having 
things too easy, just feeding the cattle. 
There was a lot of field work to be done 
and I agreed to help him. Well, Mr. Ker- 
rick came out a couple of days later and the 
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first thing he did was to look at the cattle. 
‘Carlos’, he said, ‘those steers aren’t look- 
ing too good. What’s the matter?’ 

“T told him what happened. ‘Carlos,’ he 
said, ‘you are hired to feed the cattle. They 
come first.’ So there was never any trouble 
after that.” 

The close check kept by L. H. Kerrick on 
his feed lot operations is revealed in an- 
other of Carl’s reminiscent stories. “It was 
a foggy day and I had taken the wagon into 
the feed lot. Each feed bunk got so many 
scoops, and it didn’t vary. Well, Mr. Ker- 
rick couldn’t see me, but he could stil] count. 
When I got through he said ‘Carlos, you 
sort of missed on one bunk, didn’t you?’ I 
had to admit that I might have miscounted, 
but I know I didn’t miss by more than one 
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scoop. He really kept track of things.” 


The “taming” of the cattle destined to 
make up the championship load is another 
interesting side light on the feed lot opera- 
tions of another day. No, they weren’t wild 
cattle, or even nervous, “but Mr. Kerrick 
thought it would be a good idea if they were 
tied and taught to lead. And also blanketed. 
So they were haltered and every day I would 
take an old, blind horse, and a rope, and 
lead them to water.” While this one-at-a- 
time business was an extra chore they were 
“broke” in a week or so. Whether this 
extra handling and resulting docility paid 
dividends later Carl does not venture to say. 
Anyway, they were the orders of the boss, 
and were carried out to the last detail.

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Valley of Santa Barbara County, California, there still 
stands in good repair one of California’s historic old Mis- 
sions, Mission Santa Ines named for Saint Agnes. 

This quaint old Mission is one of twenty-one which were 
established by the Franciscan and Jesuit Padres, most of them in 
the eighteenth century, along the California coast stretching from 
San Diego on the south to Sonoma, a few miles north of San 
Francisco, on the North. They are located in what was considered 
a day’s walking distance of each other. The people of those days 
were evidently energetic walkers, however, because few of them 
are less than forty miles apart. 

These Missions constitute one of California’s most cherished 
land marks. In fact, California would not be as rich in romance 
as it is without them. They were the outposts of the earliest 
civilization of the Golden West. They attract visitors from all 
parts of the world. Their guest registers reveal the names of many 
world famous people. And their story has been told by poets, 
novelists and historians. A number of them, including our Santa 
Ines Mission, are still actively serving the spiritual needs of the 
communities in which they are located although they have long 
since ceased to function in a secular way as they formerly did by 
providing work shops and schools for the Neophytes (Indian con- 
verts) where the skilled trades were taught as well as the funda- 
mentals of agriculture as it was then practiced by the white man. 

The Missions are also living testimonials of the wisdom and 
the charity of Catholic Spain which, to conciliate and Christianize 
the Indians, sent the Padres with book, bell and candle in advance 
of the first settlers rather than soldiers to conquer by the sword. 
These devote men of God carried to the savages messages of good 
will augmented by gifts of beads and other trinkets which capti- 
vated the Indian’s flare for sparkle and color. Subsequently no 
expedition of settlers or men at arms ever entered this then wild 
country without a due number of cassocked clerics to install the 
cross next to the conquering banners of the Castilians. 

The economic and spiritual centers of early California were 
the Missions built, stocked and operated by the Padres. 

The principal industry of the Missions was farming, chiefly 
live stock farming. And the Padres evidently were good farmers 


W vate five miles of our ranch in the charming Santa Ines 


and they knew how to handle live stock according to the standards 
and economic requirements of those early days. They were also 
good judges of land as is evidenced by the fact that their Missions 
were always located in the most fertile regions with good water 
possibilities for irrigation. 

They had a keen eye for beauty as well. Invariably the Mis- 
sions command magnificent views of the sea, the mountains, or a 
rich agricultural panorama. Some of them all three. Our Santa 
Ines Mission overlooks the mountains with intervening rich farm 
and grazing !and. 

But what did the Missions have to do with the cattle industry 
of California? A very great deal. Of first importance, the Fran- 
ciscan Padres were the first to bring cattle into the state. In 1769 
seventeen Franciscans, sixty-five soldiers, four officers and three 
score vaqueros planted the cross and said Mass on’ an elevation 
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overlooking the bay of San Diego and 
this was the beginning of the first Mis- 
sion of California, Mission San Diego 
De Alcala. Here with ritualistic simplic- 
ity Spain began her conquest of Cali- 
fornia, temporal and spiritual. 


Padre Junipero Serra, the father of 
the California Missions, was the spirit- 
ual head of this first expedition. So 
great was the influence of Father Jun- 
ipero Serra on the spiritual and cultural 
development of early California that he 
is today recognized as one of the state’s

greatest benefactors and his church has almost completed the neces- 
sary steps for his recognition as a Saint. 

I can find no record of cattle having been brought in by these 
first arrivals. However, there are documents to show that Father 
Serra immediately began to train the Indians to tend the flocks 
and herds and to such good purpose that they soon outstriped the 
Spanish Vaqueros particularly at roping and riding. And the 
Padres saw to it that they had material to work on. In 1873 it 
is known that the Mission received eighteen head of horned cattle 
and that it then had from thirty-eight to forty-seven head which 
would indicate that some had been brought in prior to that date. 

From that time on, other Missions were at intervals established 
and the live stock operations increased to the extent that by 1800 
the California Missions owned 74,000 cattle, 24,000 horses and 88,- 
000 sheep. These numbers continually increased for all of these 
types of live stock in possession of the Missions until 1821 when 
secularization, a form of virtual confiscation, by temporal 
authorities began. 


Mission Santa Ines was the nineteenth to be established when 
on September 17, 1804, Father Tapis raised the cross and blessed 
the site on which the Mission now stands. It soon became one of 
the richest and most prosperous of all the Missions and today it 
and its sister Mission, Mission Santa Barbara, thirty-seven and a 
half miles away, are two of the several Missions that have been 
fully restored and are still functioning. 

he French traveler, Eugene Mofras, who visited Mission 
Santa Ines in the month of April, 1842, wrote, “The Mission of 
Santa Ines lies twelve leagues Northwest of the Mission Santa 
Barbara. It is sheltered from the winds that blow from the sea 
and such as blow from the Northeast by two parallel ranges. The 
; ; low flats are irrigated and very productive.

bulls living, the JOURNAL takes_ great 
pride in presenting this likeness of Mulben 
Embassy. A snow ring winner himself he 
has been even more sensational in siring 
sons, who have been siring sons, who have 
been major winners in competition “down 
under.” Nor has there been anything wrong 
with the daughters sired by Mulben Em- 
bassy; plenty of champions here, too. But 
as any breeder knows a bull that is a “sire 
of sires” is a rarity. 

Mulben Embassy placed fifth in class at 
> the 1939 Perth show in Scotland. He was 
purchased here by Donald G. Grant for his 
Mangatoro herd in New Zealand. In 1940, 
as a three year old, Mulben Embassy was 
exhibited at the Hawke’s Bay Show in New 
Zealand. Here he headed his class, was 
champion Aberdeen-Angus bull, and went on 
to win supreme honors as the champion bull 
of all beef breeds. The same year at the 
show at Manawatu he again topped his class 
and went on to be champion Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull of the show. From here on his 
record has been that of a breeding bull. 

His first calves were shown as yearlings 
in the 1941 Dannevirke Show and Sale. One 
was first and reserve champion; the others 
stood third, fourth and fifth in class. That 
they averaged right at $1,000.00, with a top 
of $2,000.00, gives an idea of their public 
appraisal. In 1941 Mulben Embassy again 
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was grand champion bull at Hawke’s Bay, 
with yearling sons first, second and fourth 
in class, and two daughters winning two 
firsts. The same year at Wairarapa the 
imported sire was champion Aberdeen-An- 
gus bull, and two yearling daughters placed 
first and second. At Wanganui he was 
champion of his breed and supreme cham- 
pion of all beef breeds, while a yeariing 
daughter won her class. 

In 1942 at Dannevirke sons were first, 
second, third and fourth in class, and won 
the championship and reserve championship. 
A two-year old son topped his class. Nine 
sons were offered for sale, averaging near- 
ly $2,000.00 with the top price of $4,000.00 
setting a new record for New Zealand. 

In 1948, as a six-year old, Mulben Em- 
bassy was again champion Aberdeen-Angus 
bull and supreme champion over all breeds 
at Hawke’s Bay. The following year at the 
same show this record was repeated in seven- 
year old form. In the ’483 show four daugh- 
ters stood in first place and took champion- 
ship and reserve championship honors. A 
two-year old son was a first place winner 
and reserve champion, with a grandson 
third; another son was first prize junior 
yearling; two other sons were second and 
fourth senior yearlings. 

In 1943 at Wairarapa a daughter was 
champion female and supreme champion 
over all beef breeds. A son was champion 


bull. In 1944 at Dannevirke a grandson, as 
a yearling, was champion bull. Sale of his 
Ae 
ak 
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progeny here again set a new record for 
New Zealand, $6,500.00 for top with an aver- 
age of $2,600.00. 

And so it went through 1943 and 1944— 
sons and grandsons, daughters and grand- 
daughters of the great old sire taking the 
bulk of first place winnings wherever 
shown, and more than their share of the 
purple ribbons. 

But it remained for the 1945 Hawke’s 
Bay Show for the old boy to end his show 
yard career in a blaze of glory! Showing 
as an eight year old, when a good share of 
our bulls have finished their breeding 
careers, Mulben Embassy came back to 
again win the Aberdeen-Angus champion- 
ship. It was here he sold to an Australian 
breeder for $7,500.00. His progeny dominat- 
ed the show—in the two-year old bull class 
a grandson was first and reserve champion; 
a son was first in the yearling class, and 
junior champion; a grandson was second 
and reserve junior champion. A _ grand- 
daughter was champion female and supreme 
champion over ail beef breeds! All told his 
daughters took three firsts. In one class 
daughters were second, third and fourth, 
and reserve champion. 

In the meantime sons and daughters of 
Mulben Embassy had already found their 
way to Australia, where they also were pil- 
ing up an outstanding show and breeding 
record. And although Mulben Embassy 
himself is now gone from New Zealand the

ville Country Club provided an ideal 

setting Sunday, July 13th, for the an- 
nual Field Day of the Northeast Missouri 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Association. It 
was a typical Missouri summer day—great 
for corn but a bit rugged for the human 
race, other than in the shade. In spite of 
the day attendance was good. 

After the lunch provided by the women 
folks—which left nothing to be desired in 
tastiness, variety or quantity, the day’s 
speaking program was held on the shaded 
lawn. Main speaker was Dean E. A. Trow- 
bridge, of the University of Missouri. Using 
as a background his more than forty years 
of service in the “Show Me” state, Dean 
Trowbridge reminded his audience that in 
spite of many problems the U.S.A. is still 
the most favored. spot on the globe. “Our 
freedom, plus our physical facilities, makes 
it a great place to live. And no group ap- 
preciates it more than the boys, and girls, 
who have come back from foreign service, 
and who have had an opportunity to observe 
life and conditions in other lands. 

“Good Black cattle have served a double 
purpose in Missouri—a way of making a 
good living and of better utilizing our land, 
but also as a valuable social aid through 
meetings such as we are having today. The 
farmer and the live stock man is today, I 
think, in a better position to face the future 
than he was following the first World War. 
However, I do not think we are as well off 
financially, as some of us believe. By the 
time we get our homes, buildings, land and 
fences in the condition we want them, after 
the years of war-time shortages and heavy 
production, I don’t think we will be much 
ahead.”

Following the speaking program members 
and guests left the shade to go to the Union- 
ville co-operative sale barn where the type 
demonstration and judging contest. was held. 
This barn, scene of the successful Aberdeen- 
Angus feeder calf auction each fall, provid- 
ed a good working space, also in the shade. 
The bull for the type demonstration was 
Prince of White View, from the Maurice 
Fowler herd at Livonia, Missouri. Repre- 
senting Eileenmere breeding on the top side 
of his pedigree, and out of a dam tracing 
back to Envious Blackcap B. 6th, he was an 
impressive young sire and a good type 
demonstration subject. Dean Trowbridge 
commented that a sire should have a bully, 
masculine head; then going to the other end 
breeders should look for wide, full and deep 
quarters—getting away from _ the light, 
“buffalo quarters” of another generation. 
The two ends should be held together by a 
wide, strong back coupled with depth of 
body and a strong heart. The speaker com- 
mented that in the years ahead it was like- 
ly that the country will become even more 
grass conscious than it is today; for this 
reason attention will have to be paid to the 
roughage consuming qualities of our beef 
cattle. 

The female for the type demonstration 
was from the Don Pollock herd at Union- 
ville. Here the Dean pulled a fast one, 
crossing up some of the judges by selecting 
a good heifer, but one that was not destined 
later to head her class in the judging con- 
test. Stressing the importance of femininity 
in females the speaker emphasized the point 
that our cows should be prolific and good 
breeders, and should also milk enough to 
raise a good calf. In this respect Aberdeen- 
Angus rate high, but we should not sacri- 
fice these qualities for others less important, 
he said. “Good legs are important in breed- 
ing cattle, especially the back legs. Avoid 
the old fashioned flat loin. At the same 


time try to get as much length of loin from 
hooks to pins as can be secured.” 

The judging contest ended up in a five- 
way tie, with the winners Dan Miller, of 
Columbia,

hole in the main post. Shaping of the post 
to be inserted, is done on a home made 
machine resembling a gigantic pencil sharp- 
ener. This same machine bores the hole in 
the main post. To this inverted V is at- 
tached the corral poles. Although the posts 
do not set in the ground the weight of the 
corral keeps even the most rambunctious 
bull from pushing it over. In addition it is 
easily shifted to a new location by moving 
two sections at a time. 

With a good share of the crowd assembled 
Carl Oldsen, American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association fieldman for the 
northwestern states, conducted the type 
demonstration, using a heifer and a bull 
from the Cloyd herd. Of modern type, 
smooth and stylish, they represented the 
best of Bordulac breeding and provided ex- 
cellent type demonstration material. As is 
always the case where practical cattlemen 
get together the matter of size in breeding 
cattle came up. And as is always the case 
all agreed that they didn’t want them too 
small—but with the matter of “how smal] is 
small” still to be settled. One cattleman, 
noted for the quality of his feeder calves, 
commented after the demonstration that he 
had yet to own a big bull that had done him 
any good in producing top selling cattle. 

The early morning preliminaries were fol- 
lowed by the noon feast in the shade of the 
trees on the lawn. This shade was really 
appreciated as July days can get hot in this 
part of the west. Another appreciated part 
of the program was that speeches were dis- 
pensed with so that the judging program 
could get under way. Two classes of fe- 
males and a class of bulls from Air Port 
Ranch, and a class of heifers from the near- 
by ranch of Carl Stimson provided the judg- 
ing material. Each class was assigned to 
a judge for official placings: R. L. Davis, 
of the animal husbandry department, Mon- 
tana State College; Howard Lewis, manager 
of the extensive Flying D Ranges; Fred 
Willson, head of the anima] husbandry de- 
partment of Montana State, and F. A. 
“Rusty” Ralston, also of the college. 

The fact that for the majority of visitors 
present it was the first tirne they had ever 
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placed rings of cattle made the afternoon 


doubly educational. One veteran cattle man 
remarked that it was the first time he had 
ever had the opportunity to place cattle, and 
then have reasons given for the official 
placings. “I learned a lot this afternoon,” 
was his parting comment. 

When the last of the reasons were given 
and the last judging card scored it was 
found that one Aberdeen-Angus family had 
made something of a record. First in adult 
judging was W. J. Harrer, owner of an ex- 
tensive Doddie ranch at Belgrade, with Mrs. 
Harrer second. Topping the 4-H competi- 
tion was their son, John Harrer. Your re- 
porter observed that at no time were the 
top judges in a huddle; so the conclusion 
was, backed by Harrer experience in breed- 
ing and showing Aberdeen-Angus in west- 
ern shows and sales, that this family really 
knows its Doddies. Pat Groggins, of Bel- 
grade, was the top FFA judge. Others 
ranking at the top appear in the camera re- 
port of the field day. Prizes of cash and 
merchandise, donated by Belgrade and Boze- 
man merchants, made a top place well worth 
while. 

A sizeable group of Harrer heifers run- 
ning on a nearby range, and the Car] Stim- 
son herd in the same locality, made worth- 
while stops for the Doddie-minded field day 
visitors. 

Always a valuable feature of a field day 
is the exchange of ideas between cattlemen. 
One subject of conversation was the recent 
sale, for October delivery, of the A. W. 
Ginther calves at 20% cents a pound for a 
gate cut on five carloads. This top Aber- 
deen-Angus herd at Harlowtown has a 
reputation for quality feeders and as a 
visitor commented “this sale gives the Here- 
ford boys something to stew over.” How- 
ever, beating the whiteface competition by 
two or more cents a pound is nothing new 
for the Quarter Circle Bar Doddies. Com- 
menting on Aberdeen-Angus inroads into 
the range country Mr. Ginther pointed out 
that the matter of out-weighing and out- 
selling the competition was not the only 
factor that was causing a change in breed 
allegiance in Montana, although the old dol- 
lars and cents advantage is a leading Aber- 
deen-Angus selling point.

land county rancher has never experienced

Sam Schiess, of Springdale Ranch at 
Hobson, reports that he saved twenty-six 
bull calves out of his last year’s crop. Of 
these twenty-five have left the ranch to go 
into commercial herds. “The interesting 
thing about it is that a good share of them 
went to whiteface breeders. This ig al] 
right. Sell them Aberdeen-Angus bulls to 
use on first calf heifers and the resulting 
easier calving, and the quality of the calf 
produced, is the quickest way of getting 
them to change over.” 

Otto Billquist, of~ Powell county, admits 
he has a lot of fun with ranchers with other 
breeds of beef cattle. Especially at selling

time when the weight, and price realized 
on the Blacks, is the subject of conversa- 
tion. Take last year when a bunch of steer 
calves, dropped around April 1, were sold 
November 25th at an average weight of 635 
pounds. Or 29 yearlings he recently sold, 
including five sired by an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull and out of Holstein cows. They were 
driven eighteen miles to the scales and still 
weighed 872 pounds—the heaviest yearlings 
marketed in his section. “Don’t tell me that 
the Blacks don’t fool them on weights, and 
that the buyers won’t pay a premium for 
them.” Also worthy of mention is that when 
marketed they outweighed the heaviest 
whiteface steers by an even seventy pounds 
per head, and brought a full cent a pound 
more than the highest sale of the competing 
breed—or a $19.00 per head advantage in 
all. The Billquist ranch has had Aberdeen- 
Angus for ten years. Bulls used have been 
from the Battles herd mostly, with some 
from the Car] Stimson herd in Montana. 
He has a fifteen months old bull calf on 
hand which recently weighed 1,023 pounds 
without benefit of extra milk or grain. 

In Broadwater county Ernest Spatzierath, 
of Toston, rates as one of the veteran 
ranchers. His 2,500 acres, mostly irrigated, 
is highly productive of wheat and alfalfa 
and a sizeable herd is maintained. He is 
a practical rancher who believes that breed- 
ers must watch size, not getting cattle so 
small that they will not make maximum use 
of hay and pasture. On the other hand 
smoothness and quality must not be sacri- 
In other words he is looking for cat- 
tle “a little to the right of center.” 

That range people are not expecting any 
noticeable weakness in steer prices this fall, 
is quite apparent. A case in point is that 
of a Montana whiteface outfit, one of the 
state’s largest. This spring 3,500 yearling 
steers were contracted for July delivery at 
17% cents. Just before delivery date the 
ranch manager was contacted by phone. 
Eastern buyers were coming out. “Sell them 
the steers,” the second owners said. So the 
steers changed hands at 19 cents. A short 
time later the third owners called. Buyer 
prospects were on their way out. “Sell them 
the steers.” So the manager sold them to 
the fourth owners—at a three cent advance 
over the previous sale!

The Royal Northern Agricultural Society 
Show at Aberdeen, Scotland, was postponed 
for 1947. Heavy rains made it impossible 
to work on the show grounds or to build 
roads to the show site. 


Increased cattle marketing, at very firm 
prices, has been a feature of the beef trade 
in Argentina. All classes of cattle, both for 
local consumption and for export, are meet- 
ing with excellent demand. 


The annual meeting of the Australian 
Hereford Society at Sydney was enlivened 
by a resolution presented demanding that 
the use of horn weights be abolished as a 
deceptive practice. The measure lost by an 
overwhelming vote. 


WOOL FOR JAPAN 

The Australian government has concluded 
a deal whereby it will ship raw wool to 
Japanese textile mills in exchange for silk 
goods. The first shipment of 7,300 bales 
has been made and others are in prospect. 


Drouth losses of Queensland, Australia, 
live stock producers in 1946 totaled an esti- 
mated $64,000,000.00. This figure does not 
include death losses, which were heavy, but 
rather the decline in market weights and 
numbers due to the drouth. 


Revised estimates on British live stock 
losses in spring storms indicated that the 
amount of meat lost was greater than the 
entire Argentine imports for a full year. 
In Scotland alone 400,000 sheep and 500,- 
000 lambs perished and cattle losses also 
were high. 


An Aberdeen-Angus crossbred steer was 
grand champion of the export cattle show at 
Sydney, Australia. Final deciding point 
was the dressing percentage of the Black— 
65.67 per cent against 60 per cent for the 
champion Hereford and 63.31 per cent for 
the winning Polled Hereford steer. 


SHOWS WASHED OUT 

British dairy shows at Dumbarton and 
Neilston were “wash outs”, due to the ex- 
tremely wet weather prevailing. In the 
former show some of the classes were judg- 
ed; at the latter show weather conditions 
made it impossible to start. 


HEAVY MEAT LOSS 


Revised figures on live stock losses in the 
British Isles during the severe late winter 
storms were 1,140,000 ewes, 2,000,000 lambs 
and 30,000 feeding cattle. No figures were 
given on the loss of breeding cattle. Losses 
in Scotland were over $15,000,000.00.

Leading agricul- 
turists are demanding that the government 
give some encouragement to beef cattle 
breeders—if not a subsidy, a price level 
which will encourage the breeding and feed- 
ing of beef stock. 


Reclamation of the 500,000 acres in Hol- 
land flooded by the Nazis eighteen days be- 
fore “V-E” day has been virtually com- 
pleted. After pumping stations were set up 
most of the water was pumped out in eight 
months. However, reclaiming of the land 
was a longer project but most of it is pro- 
ducing crops in 1947. 


NO GOOD MEAT 

Reminiscent of meat rationing days in the 
U. S. A. was the plaint of housewives in Eng- 
land and Scotland concerning the lack of 
good cuts. “Plenty of liver, kidney and 
other offal, but where do the prime cuts 
go from which these organs came?”, was 
the query in a live stock publication. 


GOING STRONG 

“Down Under’s” greatest Aberdeen-Angus 
sire—Imported Mulben Embassy—although 
approaching a ripe old age had served forty 
cows so far in 1947 and was expected to be 
used on thirty more. Sons and grandsons 
of the old bull ha.e dominated New Zea- 
land and Australian shows for some years. 


OPINION DIVIDED 

Australian sheepmen were sharply divid- 
ed over the necessity of the government’s 
embargo on the export of Merino rams to 
South Africa and the United States. Many 
maintained that the ram shipments would 
not hurt the Commonwealth’s position as 
the leading mutton and wool exportiig 
nation. 


A Holstein heifer, imported from Canada, 
was champion female at the dairy cattle 
show at Kilmalcolm, Scotland. It was re- 
ported as the only instance of its kind in 
the history of the show and brought up the 
question of whether or not other cattle 
breeds, beef and dairy, might not profit by 
an exchange of blood with Canada and the 
United States. 


TALK OF STRIKE 


Scottish farmers were in arms over the 
nation’s “double daylight saving . time” 
which had been imposed. A strike of far- 
mers, proposed by the National Farmers 
Union, was a possibility. The Union was 
sending a delegation to the Prime Minister 
to present the case of agriculture, especially 
dairy farmers selling whole milk. Should 
this move fail to get results the organiza- 
tion proposed to ask for a strike vote of 


farmer-members. It was pointed out that 
advancing the clock one hour ahead of 
“sun time” was a big enough handicap, but 
_ the two hour advance was too much to 
ake. 


TOO STEREOTYPED? 


A writer in the Scottish “Farming News” 
complained the livestock photographs were 
too stereotyped and that little improvement 
in pictures had been made in the past forty 
years except for technological advancements 
‘in cameras and films. He contended that 
more informal pictures were needed, pre- 
senting the animals in their working clothes. 


Despite the fact that beef production 
costs were the highest in more than twenty 
years Australian stockmen were complain- 
ing that the labor government had reduced 
wholesale ceiling prices twice in a month. 
On top of this the nation’s severe drouth, 
coupled with the three months strike in the 
government-operated packing houses, had 
imposed other pressing production problems. 


The McDonald, Fraser & Co. auction of 
store cattle at Perth, Scotland, brought out 
881 head of home raised feeder steers and 
heifers and 150 Irish cattle. Top pen of 
Aberdeen-Angus steers averaged $284.00 
per head, indicating the strong demand for 
beef in the British Isles. Strongest demand 
was for calves, although heavier steers with 
show possibilities were also very strong. 

At other Scottish auctions demand and 
prices for feeder cattle were the strongest 
in many years. 


ASKS MORE PAY 


Status of German war prisoners working 
as farm laborers in Great Britain is up for 
revision, One member of parliament has 
pointed out that in 1946 farmers paid the 
government $144,000,000 for the use of Ger- 
man labor; of this sum the prisoners re- 
ceived $24,000,000 in wages, the balance be- 
ing kept by the government. He proposed 
that the Germans receive at least half of 
the money paid out, emphasizing the fact 
that this group represents probably the best 
source of farm labor. 


DODDIE RECORDS FALL 


New Aberdeen-Angus auction records for 
Australia were broken at Victoria in the 
dispersal of the Underbank herd of Sol 
Green, Nine bulls and 169 females sold 
for an average of $646.00. Bulls average 
$1,882.75 and seventy-four cows with calves 
at foot sold for a $663.00 average. 

Top bull, champion at Sidney in 1944, 
equalled the Australian price record by sel- 
ling for $6,587.50. This was the same price 
he brought three years ago. A new record 
for Aberdeen-Angus females in Australia 
was made by a five year old cow, bred to 
the high selling bull. She brought $2,350.00. 


A welcome “a wee bit overwhelming” was 
accorded Alexander Keith, secretary of the 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society of Scotland, 
at the annual Doddie Society dinner at Syd- 
ney, Australia. He commented the Aber- 
deen-Angus progress in Australia had been 
hampered by the use of Doddie sires on 
dairy cows, the progeny being sold to the 
unwary as straight Aberdeen-Angus; the 
same thing happened in Scotland except 
that the crosses were now beyond the first

Breeders’ Association point out that this 
annual sale, sponsored by the Texas group, 
provides new Aberdeen-Angus producers 
with an opportunity to secure foundation 
stock. 

This year’s affair, which was held in 
June, saw buyers from all parts of the 
Southwest buy 808 Aberdeen-Angus for 
$108,945.00. Of this number of cattle 765 
were commercial females and thirty-three 
were registered bulls. The scramble for 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the third annual 
San Angelo Distribution Sale is evidence of 
the growth in popularity of the Blacks. 
From the sale, cattle went to all parts of 
the Lone Star state and its neighboring 
states, Oklahoma and New Mexico. 

Females in the sale varied in age. There 
were commercial Aberdeen-Angus cows with 
small calves. Some with older calves. Then 
there were many cows whose calves are now 
in the hands of the 4-H club and FFA boys 
and girls in the Southwest. Some of the 
heifers sold bred and others were open. The 
highest average price paid for females was 
$205.00 a head on a small lot of three-year- 
old cows whose calves had been sold to club 
members. The thirty-three registered bulls 
slod for an average of $303.50 with the top 
bull selling at $1000.v0. 

Why are Aberdeen-Angus cattle making 
rapid strides in the range areas? The 
absence of cancer eye in the Blacks, resist- 
ance to pink eye and sunburned udders, 
and other qualities including hornlessness, 
solid color and early maturity—all play an 
important part in making Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle so desired by farmers and ranchers. 

In a tour of Southwestern ranches recent- 
ly, it was found that side by side Aberdeen- 
Angus calves were outweighing other breeds 
at weaning time. Many cattlemen said they 
were changing to the Blacks because of in- 
creased tolls cancer has been taking in other 
breeds. Aberdeen-Angus bulls make ideal 
dehorners when crossed with horned cows. 
They decrease calving losses in first-calf 
heifers because Aberdeen-Angus calves are 
smaller boned at birth. Feeders pay $1.00 
to $2.00 per hundredweight premium for 
Aberdeen-Angus calves. 

Texas breeders through their annual dis- 
tribution sales are setting the stage for 
similar Aberdeen-Angus expansion in other 
range states. These sales have been suc- 
cessful both from the breeder’s viewpoint 
and from the buyer’s angle. Distribution 
sales of commercial Aberdeen-Angus fe- 
males in other areas would assist greatly in 
supplying the increasing demand for Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle on the ranches and farms 
of America.

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State Department gains Upperhand in Controls 


upperhand in a three-way tug-of-war 
for virtually complete control of food 
exports, leaving the Agriculture Depart- 
ment little more than a purchasing agent. 

Secretary of State George Marshall, and 
his Undersecretary for Economic Affairs, 
Will Clayton, are making the decisions that 
will have important effects on farm prices. 
They won only after a hard struggle, how- 
ever. 

Congress, which would have liked more 
influence, didn’t press its case because it 
lacked the information upon which to deter- 
mine export needs, principally European. 
Congressmen complain that the State De- 
partment refused to give them that infor- 
mation. 

Agriculture Secretary Clinton Anderson 
appears to have lost his chance to direct 
the food purchase program, but Congress 
still has hopes of obtaining information 
that will enable it to assume more author- 
ity over exports. 

A 19-man Congressional committee head- 
ed by Rep. Christian A. Herter, a Boston 
Republican, is due to spend the fall in Eu- 
rope making a detailed survey both of pres- 
ent food relief policies and probable future 
needs. 

The Committee headquarters are _ in 
London, but sub-committees will travel 
throughout the British-American zone in 
Europe making detailed surveys. It is no 
secret that the State Department is not en- 
thusiastic about the “Congressional pry- 
ing. 

The report, expected to be available when 
Congress returns in January, is to be the 
basis upon which Congress will contest 
State Department authority to absolute, and 
secret, control over foreign relief policies. 


Te State Department has gained the 


Although Congress has not openly chal- 
lenged State Department handling of the 
European relief problem, there have been 
quiet indications that it is suspicious and 
resentful of the way Secretary Marshall has 
handled the whole thing. 

It struck indirectly at the State Depart- 

ment when it reduced the appropriation for 
the Agriculture Department’s Office of For- 
eign Agricultural Relations from $700,000.- 
00 to $500,000.00 “because it was too much 
under the influence of the State Depart- 
ment.” 
_ High-level policy making has forced Les- 
lie Wheeler, OFAR chief, to take a larger 
percentage of his orders from Clayton of 
the State Department. Anderson, apparent- 
ly, has been powerless to prevent this. 

In the negotiation of international com- 
modity agreements Wheeler has been little 
more than a “front man” for the State De- 
partment. State Department “advisors” 
have been at his side at every international 
meeting, including those of the United Na- 
tions’ Food and Agriculture Organization. 

Recently the House Agriculture Sub-com- 
mittee investigating food problems sharply 
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questioned the manner in which the export 
program is being handled. The sub-com- 
mittee is headed by Republican August An- 
dresen, of Minnesota. 

The sub-committee predicted a 15 per 
cent increase in meat supplies this fall and 
winter “unless the policy of shipping large 
quantities abroad are continued.” Shipments 
have been at the rate of 500,000,000 pounds 
a year, the sub-committee reported. 

Warning that U. S. supplies are not in- 
exhaustible, the sub-committee recommend- 
ed (1) that all corn exports be suspended 
until the new crop is determined and (2) 
that caution be exercised in exports of 
wheat.” 


All pretense that the foot-and-mouth 
eradication campaign in Mexico is “doing as 
well as could be expected,” has been shat- 
tered by the formal report of a Congres- 
sional committee which surveyed opera- 
tions. 

Agriculture Department officials, while 
admitting that the disease is more prevelant 
than it was when they started work several 
months ago, are inclined to be less _pessi- 
mistic than the Congressmen who spent 
only a few days in Mexico. 

They admit, however, that insufficient 
personnel and equipment have handicapped 
their efforts. Cooperation from Mexico, 
particularly in the form of financial aid, has 
not been all that could have been desired. 

USDA officials regard as “not warrant- 
ed” the warning by the Congressional com- 
mittee that there is danger that U. S. forces 
may have to be withdrawn to the U. S. bor- 
der for a permanent campaign to keep the 
disease out of this country. 

Principal recommendations of the com- 
mittee were: 

1. Funds should be made available im- 
mediately to enable the campaign to be pur- 
— at the highest speed and intensity pos- 
sible. 

2. There should be created the office of 
executive director with ability to direct the 
campaign with speed and efficiency. 

3. Efforts should be intensified to pre- 
vent. spread of the disease to Northern Mex- 
ico, because if it spreads northward U. S. 
forces will have to be withdrawn to the U. 
S. border. 

4, Every effort should be made to pro- 
vide adequate packing facilities to take care 
of cattle in the non-infected areas of North- 
ern Mexico. 

5. All infected animals should be killed 
and buried as rapidly as possible. 

Congress has appropriated $74,000,000.00 
as the U. S. share of the program until 
June 30, 1948, but the committee said this 
was no time to skimp on expenditures. To 
do so, it said, would be false economy. 


Mexican cattlemen, except in Northern 
Mexico, are far from enthusiastic about. the 


U. S. insistance on sticking to a slaughter 
program. 

Propaganda to the effect that “the Grin- 
gos are here to kill off our live stock so 
they can prevent competition” is having its 
effect. They are being told that yaccines 
are available to cure the disease. 

Several months ago the Agriculture De- 
partment announced that vaccination was 
not a cure and would not be used. The pres- 
sure, however, has continued and forced a 
joint U. S.-Mexican announcement “con- 
firming” the previous decision. 

The statement “was prompted by propos- 
als from various sources that vaccination 
would hasten the progress of eradication 
work, whereas actually it would be a hin- 
drance.” Duration of immunity is only from 
5 to 8 months. 

In an effort to obtain more coordination 
of the eradication program, Secretary An- 
derson named Charles H. Corlett, a retired 
army officer, as special consultant to work 
with the Joint Commission in Mexico. 


Any question as to whether American live 
stock growers are losing interest in pure 
bred animals is answered in the official re- 
port of importations of pure bred live stock 
in the twelve months ended on June 30th. 

Importations, for the second successive 
year, established a new record, the Agricul- 
ture Department reports. The total number 
was 36,204, of which 8,915 were cattle, 4,- 
210 sheep, 1,885 swine and the remainder 
relatively small numbers of horses, goats, 
dogs and cats. 

The importations exceeded those of the 
previous year by 10,232, or 39 per cent and 
were 250 per cent of the last pre-war year. 

Among the cattle imported the predomi- 
nating breeds were Holstein-Friesian, Ayr- 
shire and Jersey, although nine other breeds 
were also represented. 


Although both the Senate and House Ag- 
riculture Committees are holding hearings 
during the Congressional recess, there is a 
diminishing probability that agricultural 
legislation will be given a thorough over- 
hauling in 1948. 

The first session of the 80th Congress 
made but little progress toward develop- 
ment of a broad program. The facts are 
neither Congress nor the Administration 
have any very clear idea of what sort of a 
program will be needed during the next five 
to ten years. 

Secretary Anderson is due to present his 
idea of the principles of a program some- 
time this fall, but that isn’t likely to go into 
details. The farm organizations also are 
indefinite, and not in agreement, on the 
type of program they would like. 

Informed opinion is that unless there is 
a more definite and specific program de- 
veloped for long-range assistance to Europe 
that neither the Republican nor the Demo- 
cratic party will want to be too specific on 
long-range farm planning just ahead of the 
1948 election.

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In the early ’30’s Strathmore Farms with 
450 head of breeding cattle on hand met the 
emergency created by an off season and 
short corn crop by building both SLAT and 
CORN BUNDLE SILOS to take care of ap- 
proximately 1600 tons of corn that would 
not do to crib. Shown here are both types 
then used, and often used since. If you have 
plenty of straw then temporary silos may 
be built with straw bundles, arranged after 
the manner of the bricklayer’s art. These 
bundles should be laid on the smooth side, 
and each tier should be bound tightly to- 
gether by the use of No. 6 smooth wire pull- 
ed tight with a wire stretcher. When fenc- 
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ing is available 50 ton silos may be erected 
after the manner shown in the picture. To 
build the corn bundle silo lay two bundles 
side by side, press a third bundle between 
them; lap the next set about half way, or 
sufficiently to create a reasonably smooth, 
even top line when the circle is completed; 
lay four rows high; fill, then lay a row of 
bundles with the tops out and the butts to 
the center to serve as a binder. Next re- 
peat, and keep repeating until the proper 
height is reached. This type needs no 
binder or bands around to hold in place, Let 
the tops stick over about a foot or eighteen 
inches, depending upon the height of the

corn bundles. Keep the wall proper perfect- 
ly perpendicular; finish by leveling top, or 
allowing a slight elevation at. center; no 
tramping, except what is necessary to keep 
the heavy materials placed well against the 
outside wall. Oats may be sown over the 
top to form a “cover”. In both the straw 
bundle and the corn bundle silo construction 
there is no loss of materials, as both the 
straw can be used as feed or bedding, and 
the corn will feed off with the silage. Hither 
type will keep well into the spring months, 
at least that was the experience at Strath- 
more. Bundle circles should be 24 to 30 feet 
in diameter.

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= An Old Country Visit 
| Revealing the Impressions of An American Enthusiast

Ankony Farm, Rhinebeck, N. Y. 
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trip to Europe during which I had an 

opportunity to look over a few of the 
good Aberdeen-Angus herds in England and 
Scotland. Perhaps what I saw will be of 
interest to you, in spite of the fact that you 
have undoubtedly been deluged with the 
“impressions”, “diaries”, and “reminiscen- 
ces” of post-war visitors to the Old Country. 

Truthfully, I am reluctant to supplement 
what many more able reporters have had to 
say, and would refrain completely were it 
not for the fact that I believe an unjustified 
skepticism about Scotch bred cattle has 
developed in the minds of some American 
breeders—particularly those whose sole ex- 
perience has been to examine the imports 
of the last several years. (Let’s face it, the 
latter have been plain cattle on the whole— 
plain in type by both Scotch and American 
standards—and, as often, mediocre in back- 
ground according to well informed breeders 
with whom I have discussed many of the 
tabulations.) One may say “So what, we 
have the best, and do well enough without 
bothering to import new blood”. Personal- 
ly, I take a different view, at least to the 
extent that my mind is always open to con- 
sider any means of improving our herd, 
whether it be from within or without the 
country and several trips to the United 
Kingdom have led me to believe that certain 
characteristics of the home country “Dod- 
dies” would blend to advantage with those 
of our own. I am convinced, however, that 
we can only benefit by crossing with the 
best of them, too few of which find their 
way to America. The fashion of assuming 
that an “import” is, of itself, something to 
be desired, is pure nonsense—mediocrity be- 
gets mediocrity—but real quality cannot 
help but leave its mark, and the better of 
the Scotch cattle certainly have it, while 
ours, on the other hand, too often lack it. 

As for my trip—the first stop was at a 
very up and coming young herd, Hampton 
Lucy, near Warwick, which is owned by Sir 
Geoffrey Bruton and H. W. Strandring, 
Esq., from whom I have purchased two fe- 
males, a Mabel Pride and a Juana Erica, 
both out of daughters of the famous Eu- 
ripides of Balfron and the latter heifer only 
five generations removed from the famous 
Juana cow which was twice champion of the 
Highland Show. 

Hampton Lucy was founded in 1941 with 
six young females from Harviestoun. Ad- 
ditional important purchases included an 
outstanding breeding cow from Bywell and 
the bull Petrockin of Dalmeny who sired 
both my heifers. While today there are 
only fifteen females of breeding age in the 
herd, they are all great producers—pre- 
dominantly Juana Ericas, Ericas, and Mable 
Prides from the families which have been 
so outstandingly successful for Mr. Kerr at 
Harviestoun. I spent the best part of an 
afternoon going carefully through the herd 
with a great deal of envy. One could never 
forget such cows as Ethern of Harviestoun, 
by Jeffy Eric and out of Ethera, winner of 
the Highland; Evenlode of Bywell whose 
grandam and great grandam were both 
champions at the Highland; and Erurania 
of Harviestoun, by Jullan Erica and out of 
a dam by Euripides of Balfron. Messrs. 
Burton and Standring have built very care- 
fully from the original foundation, and this 
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year at Perth they purchased a Harviestoun 
bred bull—Jaen Eric—for $12,000.00. At 
the English Aberdeen-Angus Association 
show and sale in March entries from Hamp- 
ton Lucy won six blues, champion bull and 
champion and reserve champion female, as 
well as topping the sale with the-latter heif- 
er which can be seen at Ankony this fall. 

An interlude in my travels was the Ox- 
fordshire Show—something very similar to 
our country fairs. While the largest en- 
tries were in the dairy breeds, there was a 
good representation of Aberdeen-Angus, 
considering current conditions. Eynsham, 
one of the best herds in England, had the 
champions, and this year’s Perth champion 
female stood only third in class—she had 
lost a lot of condition to say nothing of a 
great coat of hair. One thing that. interest- 
ed me was the fact that some of the ex- 
hibitors came miles to show only one entry, 
an indication of the competitive spirit which 
exists among the small breeders. 

In Scotland I stayed with friends near 
Stirling, within striking distance of many 
fine herds, but as my time was limited, I 
had to make a choice and decided to visit 
Harviestoun, Balfron, Ballindalloch, Gloag- 
burn, Derculich and Dalmeny. While these 
are only a few of the best they represent a 
pretty good cross-section. 

Gloagburn is near Perth and I had a very 
pleasant four hours with Mr, and Mrs. John 
Niven. Their stock bull, Kinsman of New- 
house, sired the young bull Ed Jenkin 
brought back last year. I saw the latter’s 
dam as well and she is one of the best cows 
in the herd. 

Among the females I was particularly im- 
pressed with the Ericas descended from the 
original foundation cow, Erita of Harvies- 
toun, who lived to the ripe age of 18. Gloag- 
burn is as neat and well kept a farm as one 
could imagine and lies in a beautiful set- 
ting with the mountains for background. I 
even found a touch of home when, after an 
excellent lunch, Mrs. Niven produced a copy 
of the 1941 Dutchess County Sale catalogue 
brought over by her brother, Professor 
Seott Watson, who was Agricultural 
Attache at the British Embassy in Wash- 
ington during the War. 

North of Perth one is really in the High- 
lands, and, at Derculich, Mr. Honeyman has 
carved out the mountain to make room for 
the buildings which house his cattle. Mr. 
Gall, the manager, told me they cost $200,- 
000.00 eighteen years ago—a_ startling 
figure, I thought. We went up and down 
hill through the cow herd and saw the two 
year old heifers and bull calves. Most of 
the latter are by Pridemar of Gaidrew, sire 
of the “top” bull ($27,500.00) at Perth this 
year, and include a good looking full broth- 
er. Among the cows were half a dozen 
Ericas and Miss Burgess’ from Harviestoun 
and one Ballindalloch cow which they prize 
very highly. Derculich bulls have often 
stood at the top at Perth and some people 
I met thought they might have had the 
championship this year. At present the 
breeding program consists of using Pride- 
mar on daughters of a Harviestoun bull who 
sired the present group of two year olds. 

Balfron, owned by Major N. P. Donaldson 


(of the Donaldson line which brings over 
many of our imports), produced as you 
know the great sire, Euripides, which Mr 
Kerr has used so successfully at Harvies. 
toun. Here again, as in so many of the 
Scotch herds, one finds the most appealing 
females have descended from a few out. 
standing foundation cows. Major and Mrs 
Donaldson are charming and keenly inter- 
ested in maintaining the reputation of Bal- 
fron which has produced such great sires as 
Kuripides and Beauty of Balfron who has 
over 600 get registered in the Australian 
herd book. The latter, at the age of 15, won 
the breed championship at the Wagga Show 
—not a bad climax to a useful career, 

The Harviestoun herd is outstanding. To- 
day there are thirty-five breeding cows all 
of which are descended from six females (a 
tip to new breeders who may think in terms 
of quantity instead of quality)—and Mr. 
Kerr told me that he had not purchased a 
female in twenty-five years. Admittedly 
few people have the genius possessed by the 
owner of Harviestoun Castle who has been 
a master breeder of Shetland ponies, Clydes- 
dale horses, flowers, shrubs, dogs and birds, 
as well as our favourite breed of cattle, but 
I do think there is much to be gleaned from 
some of the principles he has followed. First 
of all was the selection of foundation fe- 
males which had behind them a simon pure 
record of good producing blood (individual- 
ity alone was not enough) and from them 
the herd was built. Then the problem of 
bulls—Mr. Kerr told me that two sires, 
Prince of the Wassail and Elect of Ballin- 
dalloch, made his herd, and that neither of 
them were completely to his liking. One 
was somewhat lacking in front, the other in 
the hind quarters, but cross mating com- 
bined in time to give him the type he want- 
ed. And, in such a closely bred herd, he 
was able to fix it very uniformly. 

Today the results at Harviestoun tell the 
story—while Janric of Dalmeny, sire of the 
last three Perth champions, is not perfect 
himself, he carries such a concentration of 
the blood of great cattle that in combination 
with cows which do likewise he is getting 
individuals better than himself. Euripides 
is also being used lightly and looks wonder- 
fully at almost 14 years of age. As for the 
cow herd, it is so well known that I will 
spare the details. Enough to say that it is 
a model of uniformity, and thrilling to see— 
and Mr. Kerr a most charming and interest- 
ing host. 

The herd at Dalmeny is larger than most 
in Britain where I have found that the ma- 
jority of breeders believe that about thirty 
brood cows is the best pure bred unit to 
work with in order to maintain quality an 
uniformity. Last year I spent a whole day 
going through the herd but on this visit I 
was pressed for time and only saw the bull 
calves on pasture with their dams; two year- 
ling show heifers which were being fitted 
for the Royal; and, of course, the new bull 
Jarrah Eric of Derculich who topped this 
year’s Perth sale. The latter is the deep, 
compact, low set kind and although only 
seventeen months of age he had already 
bred over thirty cows and looked in excel- 
lent condition—which reminds me that 
Scotland bulls are used actively at an earl- 
ier age than is usually the case in America.

They used the Hoffman bred bull, Elm- 
view Marshall 9th 453381, a grandson of 
Elgon Marshall 2d 423074. In 1934 they 
were able to acquire the show and breeding 
bull, Revemere of Wheatland 5th 457325. 
He was bred by James B. Hollinger, of 
Chapman, Kansas. He was sired by Revo- 
lution 41st. 415473. His calves were very 
good. 4-H calves sired by him placed well 
in the leading shows of the mid-west, one 
placing second at the American Royal. They 
also purchased from Rol Evans, of Mary- 
ville, Missouri, Earl Elba E. 526904. He 
was sired by Envious Earl 500499, by En- 
vious Marshall 3d, the 1932 International 
grand champion. For the past few years 
they have used the bull Burgess Revolution 
15th, a grandson of Revolution 50th and 
the Earl of Strathmore. This bull was bred 
by R. L. Woolever, of Livonia, Missouri. 
The junior herd sire was recently purchas- 
ed from I. E. Kemp, of Marion, Iowa, and 
is Bell Boy Master 653638, by Bell Boy A.

The South Oaks herd was established 
under the firm name of C. D. Hooker & 
Son, in the year 1897, the present owner be- 
ing the junior member. The first cattle 
bought were from the Kimble herd at Falls 
City, Nebraska, and the next from the Char- 
les Escher & Son herd, Irwin, Iowa. Other 
additions were made from time to time. The 
early herd bulls used were secured from 
the Escher herd and the Lantz herd of Illi- 
nois. In the early part of 1900 a show herd 
was exhibited at some of the leading shows. 
This herd was headed by Blackbird Benton, 
a bull bought in dam from the Eschers. This 
adventure met with fair success and was 
followed for about six years.

Missouri. The first herd bull was Black. 
bird Joe B., a grandson of Prince Ito 24 
He then used Ben Bolt F., a grandson of 
Black Woodlawn, and Ballansloe Jr.. an- 
other grandson of Black Woodlawn.’ Re- 
cently Mr. Frisby has used a son of Bur- 
gessmere and a son of Revolution 105th. 

The herd now consists of sixty females, 


The farm near Hamilton, Missouri, on 
which the Penney and James herd, of 
registered, pure bred Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle is located, is the birthplace of James C. 
Penney, Chairman of the Board, J. C. Pen- 
ney Company, which operates 1608 stores in 
forty-eight states. 

Mr. Penney’s father was an old-school 
Baptist minister who preached without pay. 
Farming was his means of making a living. 
On the death of “Elder Penney” this once- 
beautiful farm went the way many of our 
good farms have gone. When Mr. Penney 
visited the old home place on one occasion 
and found it infested with cockleburs and 
other noxious weeds, he bought the farm, 
determined to restore it to its former state 
of fertility by raising good live stock. 

The young pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
bull, Briarcliff Barbarian 16th 497641, was 
bought from Briarcliff Farms at Pine 
Plains, New York (then owned and operat- 
ed by that prince of men, Oakleigh Thorne) 
and crossed on a rather mediocre lot of 
Shorthorn cattle that were on the place 
when Mr. Penney bought it. When the crop 
of calves by the Briarcliff bull began to 
come—little “mulies”, predominantly black 
in color, short and thick—little rascals, that 
fed out much better than the calves that 
had been produced on the farm—it was not 
a difficult matter to “sell” Mr. James, the 
partner-manager of Mr. Penney’s, on the 
idea of selling the grades and putting in all 
pure breds. This was finally accomplished. 

Three cows were bought from the Texas 
Agricultural College at Lubbock, Texas. 


» They have proven splendid foundation cows. 


The next purchase was the entire herd of 
registered, pure bred Aberdeen-Angus own- 
ed by Mr. H. D. Cornish, Osborn, Missouri. 
The herd was headed by Evolution Quality 
4th 470432, a grandson of the famous Earl 
Marshall, and came originally from the herd 
of Mr. Wayland Hopley, Atlantic, Iowa, 
from whom Mr. Cornish also procured 4 
number of his foundation cows. Mr. 
Cornish’s herd of approximately forty head 
was a very uniform lot of cattle. They have 
proved to be splendid foundation cows for 
the Penney & James herd. 

Mr. Kenneth McGregor, Ada, Minnesota, 
was commissioned to buy forty head 0 
young pure bred heifers. Most of them 
were of blood lines that had been developed 
by Mr. McGregor’s father. These heifers 
have developed in a great way and have 
justified Mr. McGregor’s judgment. 

Since then purchases of choice females 
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-e been made from Mr. Hopley’s_ herd 
page the herds of Mr. James Hollinger, 
Chapman, Kansas and Judge S. C. Fuller- 
ton, Miami, Oklahoma. 

The herd numbers around three hundred 
and fifty head. The following sires are now 
in use: Revemere of Wheatland 20th 591- 
664, bred by J. B. Hollinger, Chapman, Kan- 
sas; Revwin 568253, from the herd of E. 
Kershaw, Muskogee, Oklahoma; Elbor of 
Lonjac 22d 531846, bred by Lonjac Farms, 
Lees Summit, Missouri; and Erica Edwin 
D. 556333, sired by Prizemere 141st 42174. 


The Justamere Stock Farms, owned by 
H. N. Thurlo, of Browning, Missouri, start- 
ed in the Aberdeen-Angus business in 1923 
with the purchase of five two-year old heif- 
ers from J. M. Tudor & Son, of Olin, Iowa. 
Other additions have been made from time 
to time. The herd now numbers sixty-five 
head of cows of breeding age. 

The first herd bull used was Edgar M. 
94 252946, a grandson of Oakville Quiet 
tad. He was followed with Glencarnock 
Revolution 383291, a son of Blackcap Revo- 
lution. The present herd sire is Eileen- 
mere 161st 505981, a son of Eileenmere 32d. 


The Thousand Hills Farm herd, owned by 
Dr. George M. Laughlin, of Kirksville, Mis- 
souri, was founded in 1927, and the princi- 
ple herd sires used since that time have been 
Revolution 45th, Rabban, Bando Burgess, 
Ames Plantation Elmours Earl, Eileenmere 
122d and Prizemere 387th. 

At present the herd consists of about 
three hundred head made up some of the 
best blood lines of the breed. 

S. P. Smith, St. Louis, Missouri, bought 
his first registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
at the sales M. A. Judy held at the Na- 
tional Stock Yards during the years 1916 to 
1921. The cattle failed to meet his expec- 
tations and were cleaned up three different 
times before he got his bearings. He was 
a liberal buyer in the Hugh W. Elliott dis- 
persion sale in 1917, and started his present 
herd largely on two foundation cows, Black- 
bird Elliott 5th and Eonda 9th. He has since 
added several superb cows bought in the EF. 
T. Davis sales at Des Moines, lowa—El 
Dara N., Blackbird Byrl 11th, Blackbird 
Bess N., Erica Elva and Elmlow Elba, trac- 
ing back to imported Elba 3d of Finlarig. 
Four Enchantress Erica heifers were bought 
of J. F. McKenny and have been very satis- 
factory. The hands through which his cat- 
tle have passed is a matter of no little im- 
portance to him. 

Edison E. Baron, by Blackbird Baron 2d 
was the first bull used. He was bred by 
Hugh W. Elliott. Elzwin, an Eborea Elba 
bull bred by Pat Donohoe, was a mellow 
bull and was undefeated at county fairs. 
Bar Marshall 20th, bred by H. O. Harrison, 
is still in service in the herd. He has sired 
several show yard celebrities, including a 
steer shown by Turner & Harris at the Illi- 
nois State Fair. 

The herd has been only locally advertis- 
ed and no big prices have been obtained. 
It consists of forty-three breeding cows that 
carry dependable blood lines, on which im- 
provement in the herd can only be obtain- 
ed through the use of decidedly outstand- 
ing sires. Eonda 9th was a descendant of 
imported Eone, one of the first two Eisa 
Erica cows ever to be released from the 
Ballandalloch herd and imported to America. 
Mr. Elliott bred them on his farm at Estill, 
Missouri, for forty years, sold W. A. Me- 
Henry, Eone Elliott, and Mr. Estill sold 
him 10th Laird of Estill, which were the 
foundation of the king of sires, Earl Mar- 
shall. Bar Marshall 20th runs back through 
four lines to Earl Marshall.

It is not uncommon to start them off at 
twelve months—hand breeding of course. 


I think one must rate the cow herd at 
Dalmeny second only to Harviestoun. In 
particular I liked their families of Ervillas 
and Petronellas which have been very con- 
sistent producers. Admittedly the herd has 
had a bull problem these past few years 
and perhaps Jarrah Eric of Derculich will 
prove to be the solution. 

My last stop was at Stype Grange near 
Hungerford in Berkshire where Sir William 
Rootes has been developing a new Aber- 
deen-Angus herd during the past five years. 
There I saw the 1945 Perth Champion Ervil- 
lax of Harviestoun as well as his 1947 crop 
of calves. He is a good bull with a splendid 
hind quarter, lots of depth and thickness. 
Personally I thought his bull calves were

ticularly liked a young Jilt calf. Ervillax 
has already made a record for himself and 
this year at Perth his get topped the herd 
averages at $5800.00. Stype Embraces 
4500 acres and Sir William also has an ex- 
cellent herd of Guernseys and an outstand- 
ing flock of Hampshire Down sheep. Some 
years ago he bred Shorthorns but came to 
the conclusion that Aberdeen-Angus were 
more to his liking and he is now determin- 
ed to develop a top herd. There seems to 
be an intense but friendly rivalry between 
England and Scotland and such herds as 
Stype and Eynsham have already begun to 
carry the ball for England with their recent 
wins at Perth and the Royal. 

In conclusion it seems to me that since the 
arrival of the first Blacks in America, our 
breeders have emphasized certain character- 
istics as most desirable commercially and 
pleasing to the eye, whereas, for similar 
reasons, the Mother Country has developed 
her own type along somewhat different 
lines. Both have had the same overall pic- 
ture of breed character—compactness, 
smoothness, thickness and superior fleshing, 
all of which combined to produce a quality 
carcass in a minimum of time. We have 
laid great stress on blockiness, shortness of 
leg and ruggedness in our bulls. The Scotch, 
on the other hand, seem to have been more 
concerned with refinement in their cattle— 
smoothness, and quality. We prefer more 
bone and have a different idea of what a 
good head is. The Scotch think our heads 
are too “heavy”; that shortness of leg can 
be overdone and that bone has little value 
to the butcher. 

In general the best of both types conform 
pretty much. I prefer our good bulls, but 
find the “top” home country females more 
appealing. Our bulls have more masculinity

FIELD DAY DECIDED SUCCEss!! 


Greenbrier Farms, owned by Col. H. B 
Moore, Lewisburg, West Virginia, was the 
host on Saturday, June 7th, to some 200 
Aberdeen-Angus_ breeders and 4-H club 
members from West Virginia and Virginia 
who were attending the first Aberdeen- 
Angus Field Day ever held in the state of 
West Virginia.

(Continued from Sec. II—2) 
standing timber. Owing to its extremely 
favorable location, this Mission reached 4 
high degree of wealth during the thirty 
years from its founding. In 1834 it had 
14,000 head of cattle, 1200 horses and 12,000 
sheep and that year it harvested 3500 
fanages of grain.” The foregoing will give 
some idea of the extent of the live stock 
operations of the early Missions up until 
the time secularization was enforced. From 
that time on they carried on in a spiritual 
way only but there is no denying the fact 
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> were largely responsible for the 

pony =A stock development of California. 
At the peak of tleir operations, the 
Padres controlled more than one and a half 
million acres of the finest pastoral lands to 
be found anywhere in the world but by 1848, 
when California was taken over by the 
United States, this acreage had shrunk to 
less than 800. Twenty years of Mexican 
rule and the wholesale looting known as 
secularization had robbed the Missions of 
more than ninetynine percent of their 


patrimony. 
THE RULE OF THE SPANISH DONS 


The end of the temporal influence of the 
Missions, which took place when seculariza- 
tion was completely enforced, marked the 
beginning of what is known as the Golden 
Age of California. It was during this time 
which covered a little more than two dec- 
ades that California enjoyed its placid 
pastoral period during which time the Span- 
ish Don held sway in all of his colorful 
glory. This happy period came to an end 
with the discovery of gold in 1849 which 
brought into the state the roaring riotous 
49’ers. And then began the conquest by 
the Yankees. 

The aggressive and sometimes none too 
scrupulous Yankee took advantage of the 
care free, pleasure loving Don. By shrewd 
trading and by various other means the in- 
coming Americans gradually gained posses- 
sion of much of the Spaniard’s extensive 
holdings which had come to them easy, in 
many cases by grants direct from the King 
of Spain for sometimes many thousands of 
acres to one family. 

During their short rule of California, 
however, the Dons made important progress 
in the live stock development of the state, 


particularly in that portion which is now 
known as Southern California. They took 
up where the Missions left off and increased 
both the number and the quality of the 
live stock, cattle in particular, although 
they were not the first to introduce the im- 
proved modern beef breeds. 

A brave figure was the Spanish Don as he 
rode forth with his retinue of attendants to 
survey his domain and his vast herds and 
flocks. He was garbed in a low brimbed 
hat and rich waist coat, knee breeches with 
white stockings or gilt lace slashed trousers 
and a red sash. The women of his house- 


hold wore short sleeved frocks of silk, neck- 


laces and earrings and high combs. There 
were beautiful senoritas and dashing cabal- 
leros to enliven the social atmosphere. 
Those colorful times are relived once 
each year in several California communities 
of Spanish origin by the Fiesta and the 
Rancheros Visitadores. Probably the most 
spectacular of the Fiestas is staged at 
Santa Barbara in early August of each year 
when three days of the most colorful enter- 
tainment imaginable is provided. The 
Rancheros Visitadores hold their yearly 
week long festival in our Santa Ines Valley

other hands were making $18.00 to $20.00 a 


— leaving the Kerricks Carl shipped 
to Hamilton county, Iowa, with a man who 
was settling in the newer country. He rode 
in the car with the stock. “But I had the 
wanderlust bad,” he recalls. A letter of 
recommendation from L. H. Kerrick went 
with him, “but I never used it. ; A wet 
spring “worse than 1947” caused him to tell 
his employer one day “If it rains again I’m 
quitting and going where it is dry part of 
the time. Well, it rained that day; all we 
could see of one corn field was the handles 
of the cultivators where We had quit at the 
end of the row. We went to town and heard 
Teddy Roosevelt speak from the back end 
of the train. Then I told the boss I was go- 
ing to Kansas.” 

But the trip to Kansas was not that easy. 
“When I got to Omaha no trains were going 
through.” So the trip to Kansas was post- 
poned for awhile, then resumed some time 
later when the harvest was on. “They paid 
$2.50 a day for threshing help, and I 
thought that was about as much money as 
any man could ever make.” 

From his savings as a farm hand and 
steer feeder, “and I never made more than 
$30.00 a month,” Carl McKibben saved 
$5,000.00 from his wages over the years. 
With some capital to play around with he 
found an opportunity to make more. “I 
bought a quarter section in Kansas for 
$10.00 an acre, kept it a few weeks and sold 
it for $15.00. I thought this was really the 
way to make money. Then I bought another 
farm for $10.00 an acre, but this one didn’t 
move as fast as the other one.” 

With his money in the Kansas farm Carl’s 
return to north central Iowa and his desire 
to go to farming was temporarily tied up. 
However, in the late summer of 1903 he 
went on the farm which he now owns. That 
an Aberdeen-Angus herd has been on this 
farm all these years is also worthy of men- 
tion. 

Most of the time the Doddie unit has been 
commercial, although pure breds were rais- 
ed for a time. Today’s herd is not large, 
but it contains the good, thick cows that 
Carl remembers as the type that mothered 
the International car lot grand champions 
of 47 years ago. No, he doesn’t. feed cattle 
any more; this is turned over to feeder caif 
or yearling buyers. But at an age when 
most men have retired from the acres Carl 
and his wife are still active on their 220 
acre farm. 

Hard work and their cattle have paid good 
dividends through the years. Just how well 
this combination has paid, in monetary re- 
ward, Carl answers “Well, I suppose if we 
were to sell out today we would have 
$100,000.” But as he points out. the money 
hasn’t been the only thing. There has been 
: lot of contentment and satisfaction in it, 
00. 

So it looks like the young fellow from 
Ohio, who fed that first International 
championship load of Doddies, has done all 
right with Aberdeen-Angus, and they with 
him, through the last half century. 


| Dean Curtiss of ISC Dies 


Ames, Iowa—Charles Franklin Curtiss, 
83, Dean Emeritus of agriculture at Iowa 
State College died here July 30th. He was 
once called “the best-known man in the live 
stock world.” 


Dean Curtiss died in his home on the col- 
lege campus, just a few yards from Agri- 
culture Hall, recently renamed Curtiss Hall 
in his honor. 


For MONTH of AUGUST, 1947 


He headed the agricultural division and 
the Iowa State agricultural] experiment sta- 
tion for thirty-five years. 

The_son of Franklin and Margaret Sch- 
mitz Curtiss, he was born at Nora, Illinois, 
December 12, 1863. 

Two years later his parents moved to 
Story county, Iowa, where he spent his

When James (Tama Jim) Wilson, dean of 
agriculture at I. S. C., was appointed secre- 
tary of agriculture by President McKinley 
in 1897, Mr. Curtiss was elevated to Wil- 
son’s job. 

When he joined the college agricultural 
staff in 1891, agriculture was a single 


course occasionally elected by students. 
There had been only one teacher of agri- 
culture. 

Under the leadership of Dean Curtiss 
there was remarkable development. of agri- 
culture in Iowa—and “his” college grew 
apace, 

The grounds were extended and new 
buildings were built. Appropriations in- 
creased from a few thousands to several 
hundred thousand dollars. 

The graduate list swelled from a scat- 
tered few to several hundred annually. 

Dean Curtiss formulated the four-year 
course in agriculture, demanded training 
comparable to the best. in professional and 
technical fields. 

His principles in developing the new 
course were called radical, but today they 
have become cornerstones in the entire sys- 
tem of agricultural education in the United 
States. 

Dean Curtiss established the first. farm- 
ers’ short course, developed one of the first 
agricultural extension departments, origi- 
nated the department of agricultural jour- 
nalism and was instrumental in organizing 
4-H clubs. 

In 1894 a drought, second only to the dis- 
astrous one of 1934, was burning Iowa corn 
fields and blistering pastures hard and 


brown. Cattle stumbled numbly over crack- 
ed stream beds. Everywhere farmers cried 
for relief. 


Curtiss, then assistant director of the ag- 
ricultural experiment station, told them to 
plant alfalfa and soybeans. 

“Professor stuff!” they snorted. Soy- 
beans and alfalfa wouldn’t grow in Iowa 
= even a professor ought to know it, they 
said.

Mr. Bernard tells of two spring sales by 
rival beef breeds in his section where aver- 
ages up to $300.00 were realized and where 
the tops ranged from $500.00 to $1,300.00. 
In other words it looks like this might be a 
fertile new territory for some top Aber- 
deen-Angus. a ; 

“Aberdeen-Angus are finding a rapidly 
growing demand down here because they 
cross so well on the small, native cattle. 
As a result they are raising the commercial 
standards of beef cattle in south Mississippi. 
Farmers and live stock producers in this 
section are finding that the most profitable 
crop they can produce is good type beef cat- 
tle. Beef cattle production is gaining favor 
faster than any other type of agriculture. 

“Ten months grazing on permanent 
pastures enables south Mississippi live stock 
producers cheaper gains than can be pro- 
duced in any other sections. By planting 
cover crops twelve months of grazing is 
afforded.” 

This sounds like quite a set-up for a man 
with some good Aberdeen-Angus.

have gone on to make breed history. At 
present the breeding herd at South Side 
consists of ninety carefully selected females 
More cattle could be carried on the 700 
acres of pasture and meadow on this farm 
and it is planned to increase the size of the 
herd. It was here that Hanes’ Eileenmere 
spent much of his breeding career, By Eile- 
enmere 32d, out of Blackcap Effie J. 3d. he 
represented the best of Garrett Tolan breed- 
ing. Dropped in the fall of 1934 he was 
sent to his final reward in 1946 with the 
record of having produced a lot of great 
cattle. There are twenty-one of his daugh- 
ters in the herd today, good ones, and we 
rather imagine it would be rather hard to 
pry any of them loose. 


It was the mating of Hanes’ Eileenmere 
to Applewood Queen 73d, a daughter of 
Bandolier of Anoka 3d, that produced Pos- 
telmere—a bull that has made a great 
breeding record in the Woodlawn herds. But 
he also sired other good bulls—Hanes’ Eile- 
enmere 2d, for instance, as well as a lot of 
top daughters. That the South Side herd 
has a good collection of females by Hanes’ 
Eileenmere 2d, as well as the twenty-one by 
the old boy himself, and some nice ones 
sired by Postelmere 3d, and by Hanes’ Eile- 
enmere 9th and 11th, and others of his sons 
and grandsons, gives some idea of what Mr. 
Postel thinks of this line of breeding. 

The South Side Doddie herd was started 
fourteen years ago. The foundation was 
strong in Pat Donohoe breeding, with some 
of Pat’s old Brookside Elbas among the fe- 
males that have produced the top cattle 
through the years. Today one of the sires 
in use is a double bred Envoy of Erin bull, 
being crossed back on the Hanes’ Eileen- 
mere and Postelmere daughters. Rating as 
No. 1 sire in the herd is Double Epponian of 
Le Baron, secured at a good price from Otto 
Battles, and representing a combination of 
the best of Eileenmere and Prizemere 
breeding coupled with that of Earl Mar- 
shall. A top individual his blood lines, rep- 
resenting a not too strong out-cross for the 
Postel line of breeding, he could very well 
write some more breed history in this IIli- 
nois herd. In mentioning some of the foun- 
dation females in the herd one cannot over- 
look three daughters of Eileenmere 85th, 
four daughters of Envoy of Erin, or five 
daughters of Applewood Bandolier that are 
among the top producers. As _ individuals 
one cannot overlook Estamere 4th, a daugh- 
ter of Eileenmere 85th, or Blackcap Tolan 
77th. Then there is Blueribbon Bertram’s 
Bess, the dam of Bertram’s Eileenmere, who 
has produced females of national reputa- 
tion. For families backed by production rec- 
ords Mr. Postel also has a warm spot in his 
heart for his Blackcap Effies, Barbara 
Woodsons and McHenry Barbaras, and not 
forgetting the previously mentioned Brook- 
side Elbas. 

With a sizable pure bred herd—which will 
be increased in size—plus the feeding of 
some 1,000 steers a year, it would seem that 
South Side Stock Farm is doing its bit in 
meat production. However, the picture does 
not finish here. Around 2,000 pure bred 
Hampshire hogs are produced annually in 
spring and fall crops. To handle this 
amount of live stock takes over 100,000 
bushels of corn a year and some expert 
management and help. 

The heavy live stock production, quite 
naturally, has built up the fertility of the 
farm to a very high degree.

Judge Davisson. “Considering the usual 
number of cutbacks in our whiteface calf 
crop, the Blacks made another $7.50 a head. 
This total difference of approximately 
$15.00 a head is enough to convince me that 
Aberdeen-Angus are more profitable. 

“Feeders prefer to get Aberdeen-Angus 
calves, and are willing to pay $1.00 to $1.50 
a hundredweight more for the Blacks. We 
like them because they are heavier at wean- 
ing time. And there are no cutbacks due to 
variations in color or markings. 

“On the range,” Judge Davisson continu- 
ed, “we are bothered constantly by screw 
worms. Dehorning with its subsequent screw 
worms is eliminated with Aberdeen-Angus. 
We have never had an Aberdeen-Angus cow 
with cancer eye. We _ have very little 
trouble with pink eye. Blacks are not entire- 
ly immune from this disease as they are 
from cancer eye. Running both breeds side 
by side, we have found the Blacks are equal- 
ly as good rustlers. 

“Our plans call for 100 registered fe- 
males to be used to produce our own bulls,” 
concluded Judge Davisson. “By building a 
small registered herd, we expect to raise 
many of our own bulls.” Judge Davisson’s 
chief herd sire is Barbara Lad of Agincourt 
2d, bred by H. C. Hatch, of Ontario, Canada.
